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Fine Imposed In 
Oak Hill Dog Case 


Henry S. Larkin of Dedham st.. 
Oak Hill was fined $10 by Judge Mur- 
ray of Milford In the Newton court 
last Saturday Tor disobeying a writ- 
ten order from Chief of Police Hughes 
regarding thb restraining of viclom. 
St. Rernnrd dogs which Larkin had 
at his property. Recently the dogs 
had attnched and bitten several per- 
sons, including Mrs. Henry S. Cum- 
mings, an employee of tho Edison com- 
pany and children of Dr. Palmer Rob- 
erts. Patrolmen Taffe and Hoyt had 
verbally warned Larkin several times 
to restrain the dogs and when he ig- 
nored their orders, then Chief Hughes 
sent Larkin a written order which 
was also Ignored. Larkin was sum- 
moned Into the Newton court a couple 
of weeks ago, but raised a technical 
objection to being tried at that timt 
because a mistake had been made in 
his middle initial on the complaint. 
He demanded a hearing on the issu 
ance of another complaint. 

The hearing was held before Judge 
Murray last Saturday. After hearing 
the evidence Judge Murray stated 
there was no doubt but that Larkin’s 
dogs were vicious and that he had dls- 1 
obeyed the restraining orders. He 
then ordered tho complnint Issued. 
Larkin, acting ns his own attorney, j 
raised the peculiar point that any 
thing which happened before Novem- 
ber 22nd should not be permitted as 
evidence, and the judge ruled against 
this contention. Larkin said he need- 
ed the dogs to protect his property 
because it is Isolated. He said one 
of the dogs is owned by a relative of 
his, and he informed the court that 
the dog most complained about had 
been killed a few days before by an 
automobile. He said he intends to 
move to New York. Judge Murray 
suggested that Larkin send the dogs 
to New York now. Judge Murray first 
imposed a suspended sentence of 30 
days upon Larkin, and when Larkin 
appealed, the judge said he would im- 
pose the sentence and ordered Larkin 
held in $200 bail. The judge then 
changed the sentence to a $10 fine. 
Larkin also took an appeal from the 
■fine.

The 
speakers are chosen by a representa- 
tive Program Committee and its 
[ choices approved by the large Steering 
Committee before commitments are 
! made. We would be delighted if you 
would become an nctive member of 
that committee. 

| The program of the Newton Com- 
munity Forum is intended to be a well- 
rounded series of meetings, not a suc- 
cession of uncoordinated and unrela- 
ted session. It is physically impos- 
sible to present all sides of a contro- 
versial issue at each meeting of the 
Forum. On the other hand, the series 
of eight meetings during any one year 
makes it possible for us to attempt to 
realize that highly desirable objec- 
tive. Most of the people in our audi- 
ence nttend the sessions regularly and 
are not likely to be unduly swayed by 
what they hear at any one meeting. 

I If you will glance at our entire pro- 
! gram with that thought in mind. I am 
I sure you will agree that we have 
given an opportunity for the represen- 
I tatives of the several conflicting pliil- 
I osophies concerning our economic and 
I political structures to present their ar- 
I guments. We have not invited a speak- 
I er to “give the other side of the pic- 
ture" at the meeting to be addressed 
1 by Mr. Arthur Garfield Hays for pre- 
cisely the same reason and in exactly 
the spirit as we have not invited any- 
one to “give the other side of the pic- 
ture” when Mr. George Sokolsky 
speaks “In Defense of Capitalism.” 

| This letter is going forward to you 
with the approval of the Executive 
Committee of the Newton Community 
Forum. The members of that com- 
mittee would be much pleased if. at 
your convenience, you would meet with 
them for further consideration of the 
issue which you have raised.

A further obstacle 
to Lochiatto’s plan was met when 
City Solicitor Bartlett on Wednesday 
ruled that the Street Commissioner 
has no authority to grant any permit 
for a noise truck on Newton sts. Such 
a permit must be granted by the Board 
of Aldermen and the Mayor.

George Sokolsky, noted editor, au- 
thor. ami lecturer, spoke before a 
large audience last Sunday at tho New- 
ton High School. Dr. Kirtley Mother, 
in introducing Mr. Sokolsky pointed 
out Hint although no speaker appears 
with Arthur Garfield Hays to uphold 
the opposite viewpoint, neither does 
anyone appear to oppose Mr. S ikolsky. 
He further stated that the program 
for each year is carefully filled so that 
the eight speakers may present over 
the course of the season, all sides of 
these economic and political problems. 

Mr. Sokolsky, in opening his lec- 
ture entitled "In Defense of Capital- 
ism,” stated that freedom of speech 
and true democracy can exist only in 
a capitalistic regime nnd if we desire 
to keep this country thus, we must as- 
sert our rights as individuals and pre- 
vent the power from going to the 
hands of the government. He defined 
capitalism as “the right of an indi- 
vidual to invest his earnings in any 
enterprise for the purpose of making 
more earnings which in turn will go 
toward augmenting that enterprise and 
so on.” 

Mr. Sokolsky made the announce- 
ment that monopoly cannot exist 
where there is competition, therefore 
monopoly is not a characteristic of 
capitalism and what is more, should 
monopoly creep in, capitalism would 
give place to fascism. The competi- 
tion provoked between the production 
of two or more commodities tends to 
raise the standard of living of the 
whole country. It produces better 
foods and textiles, and the fact that 
capitalism does not guarantee protec- 
tion to individuals has made possible 
the development of a free political 
system. 

The speaker said that there has 
been greater progress in the western 
world in the past 150 years than in 
any preceding period of a thousand or 
more years. In 1800 England and 
tiie United States were the only coun- 
tries recognizing human rights, and 
it was not until 1848 that this free- 
dom extended into central Europe. 
In 1865 serfdom disappeared entirely 
from Europe and the emancipation of 
tiie slave took place in America. In 
1905 and 1911. respectively. Russia 
and Chinn became democracies. Mr. 
Sokolsky does not fear that com- 
munism will show itself to any extent 
whatever for he said that as far as 
lie knows “there are only three com- 
munists left in Russia: Litvinov, 
who may be dead, Trotsky who is in 
Mexico, and Stalin who is running 
the whole works.” , 

Ovei expansion, M fr* Sokolsky said, 
is an indication of well-being, but be- 
tween the fat years, there must come 
lean years. For this reason we must 
store up a reserve vuuing the fat 
years to tide us over tiie lean. When 
there is a reserve, if a depression 
comes, it is eooner over than if there 
is no reserve. When there is no re- 
serve a protracted period of economic 
disturbance may be expected. 

In a case where the government lias 
control of tiie means of production 
and distribution it also controls the 
citizens and they have no right to in- 
terfere. As in Germany today, the 
state controls the individual and must 
protect itself against criticism and the 
discovery by any individual of any 
mistakes it may make. If the indi- 
vidual is unfortunate enough to see 
through the dictator’s blunder, he is 
carefully placed where no one else 
will hear of it. Mr. Sokolsky believes 
that France and Czechoslovakia are 
rapidly verging toward fascism. 

In conclusion the speaker said that 
we may think of the peasant as a 
more or less free man, working next 
to tiie sky and tiie earth, but as a 
matter of fact he lias as little free- 
dom as any class of workman. It is 
the factory worker who has the free- 
est life of those among the laboring 
classes. Capitalism has many prob- 
lems to overcome among which are 
the exploitation of the laboring class- 
's and tiie uneducated as well as the 
inequality of tiie classes and tiie vary- 
ing degrees of living to which we are 
subject, but tiie only way to over- 
nine these things is to pursue our 
ideals without government restriction. 

On December 12 Dr. David Seabury, 
noted psychologist, author and lec- 
turer, will speak on "How To Worry 
Successfully.” 

The meetings of the Newton Com- 
munity Forum are held at 3:30 on tiie 
Sunday afternoons scheduled. The 
doors are opened at 3 o’clock. Some 
persons have been mistaken in the J 
belief that the meetings commence 
at 3.

Judge Mayberry 

Suspends Fines 

In the Newton court on Wednesday 
Judge Mayberry imposed three heavy 
fines on Richard Mason. 22, of 652 
Chestnut st.. Waban, and then sus 
pended the fines. The fines were — 
$100 for operating an uninsured motor- 
cycle. $50 for operating after his li 
cense had been suspended, and $25 for 
refusing to stop when ordered to do so 
by a policeman. Two small fines im- 
posed on Mason were not suspended. 
They were $5 each for driving an un- 
registered motorcycle, and for driving 
without proper lights. Patrolmen Dal- 
ton and Gagnon testified that on No- 
vember 15 they observed Mason driv- 
ing the motorcycle on Waban st. He 
eluded them by operating the motor- 
cycle over the aqueduct wltpre the po- 
lice car could not follow. Dalton 
and Gagnon were determined to get 
their man and spent 2 hours searching 
backyards and garages, before they lo- 
cated the motorcycle in a garage at 
Mason’s home. 

In court the same day Judge May- 
berry fined John Gaysunas, 32. of Res- 
ervoir Park, Needham, $25 for not 
revealing his identity after causing 
damage to property. Judge Mayberry 
then suspended the fine. A truck 
driven by Gaysunas hit another truck 
which was parked on Chestnut st.. 
Upper Falls. Lieut. Crowley told the 
judge that Gaysunas admitted he did 
not stop after the collision, that Serg. 
Sullivan went to Guysunas’ home af- 
ter the accident and could not find 
the defendant. Guysunas’ truck was 
later found by the police in a Well- 
esley garage and the defendant did not 
| report the accident until 22 hours after 
it occurred.

62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, Dec. 4, 1875 

The first social meeting of the 
winter of t he Newton Horticultural 
Society was held in Cole’s Hall, New- 
ton, on Wednesday evening. John S. 
Furlow opened the discussion on "The 
best method of beautifying nnd im- 
proving the city.” The matter of 
public parks he would not now con- 
sider. because he thought it not ad- 
visable to enter into this expense at 
the present time. He advocated the 
beautiful arrangement and adornment 
of the grounds about school houses, 
churches and private residences, and 
thought it would he an improvement 
to throw aside all fences or hedges 
between estates. Fine lawns are much 
better. E. D. Winslow thought that 
poor architectural taste In the location 
and arrangement of buildings should 
be corrected and Improved There 
should he a proper grouping of ob- 
jects on a place. Public buildings 
should he of brick. Mr. Ross wants 
plants around school houses nnd 
trees along our streets. There should 
be a small skating rink and park 
along the road between Newtonville 
and Newton Highlands. Gorman Gil- 
man said the taste of the ladies 
should be taken advantage of in the 
adornment of our places. 

W. P. *Tyler speaking on treatment 
of diseased lawns, said he got fer- 
tilizer at Brighton, spread it on his 
lawn and rolled it down just after a 
rain. This heads off cut worms. He 
agreed with Mr. Farlow in doing away 
with fences between lawns. J. S. Far- 
low’ said he prepared his lawns by 
deep trenching for two years and 
planting hoed crops. He then seeded 
with Rhode Island bent, red top and 
white clover, and his lawn has lasted 
in good condition for 11 years. W. P. 
Tyler said that after his lawn had been 
put in good condition, he used no fer- 
tilizer on it, he just cut it every week 
and left the cuttings on the ground. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
School Committee was held on Wed- 
nesday evening with Mayor Hyde in 
the chair. Mr. Hardon for the com- 
mittee from Ward 1 reported that the 
discipline in the schools in that Ward 
is excellent, deportment refined, there 
is a better classification of scholars 
with incrqjising numbers. Truancy was 
nearly eradicated. Scholars in the 
Ward 1 schools were not prompted 
unless qualified, neither were they 
kept back if competent to advance. 
There was no report from Ward 2. Mr. 
Wood of Ward 3 reported that the 
general average of schools there has 
been higher than usual the past year. 
The three conditions of success, good 
accommodations, regular attendance 
and co-operation between teachers and 
parents, have been attained. The 
Franklin School was somewhat demor- 
alized at the beginning of the year 
because of the attendance by boys 
older than the law requires, but this 
has been regulated. Wards 4 and 5 
were not prepared to report. Mr. New- 
ell of Ward 6 reported the schools 
there in good condition and the teach- 
ers doing faithful work.

50 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, Dec. 2, 1887 

The municipal reform convention 
met at City Hall, West Newton, on 
Tuesday night and the hall was 
crowded with spectators. Edwin O. 
Childs called the convention to order 
and said we have come together not 
as Democrats or Republicans, but as 
citizens who desire economy In the 
city government. We come here to 
bring about reform and to place in 
nomination men pledged to an honest 
effort to bring about economy. Mr. 
Childs then called for permanent nom- 
inations and Hon. J. F. C. Hyde was 
elected with applause. Mr. Hyde said 
the convention reminded him of town 
meeting days as they did not meet as 
members of a party but as citizens. No 
better convention had met in the city 
for a long time, said Mr. Hyde, as it 
represented the big taxpayers and 
all who desire the best interests of 
the city. No man present had any 
candidate to favor, but all wanted the 
best men. 


The convention proceeded to bullot 
for an alderman from each Ward. Hen- 
ry E. Cobb nominated Edwin O. Childs 
from Ward 1, a former city official 
whose knowledge of city affairs would 
make him a useful member. Mr. 
Childs was nominated by a hand vote. 
Councilman N. H. Chadwick was unan- 
imously chosen from Ward 2. Hon. 
Charles Robinson nominated Council- 
man George Dix as alderman from 
Ward 3. He was chosen unanimously. 
E. L. Pickard nominated Fred John- 
son, t ho present alderman from Ward 
l. He was chosen unanimously. Hon. 
Willard Marcy nominated Alderman 
Otis Pettee from Ward 5 and he was 
chosen unanimously. Chairman Hyde 
nominated Alderman Ward from Ward 
0 and the choice was unanimous. I T. 
Burr of Ward 7 said that his delega- 
tion could not agree on a candidate; 
t he minority had selected Councllfnan 
Tyler, the majority Councilman Ken- 
nedy. He favored Councilman Tyler. 
Thomas Weston said he represented 
the majority who favored Councilman 
Kennedy. J. W. Stover saW that ns the 
convention could not agree, he would 
present the nnme of a third man, Jesse 
C. Ivy, who is a Democrat and who 
would he the only Democrat on the 
Board if elected. This brought shouts 
of laughter and all pointed at E. O. 
Childs, the nominee from Ward 1. Mr. 
Stover apologized to Mr. Childs and 
said that even two Democrats on the 
Board would not he a fair proportion. 
Mr. Tyler received the majority of 
votes on the ballot. TO. B. Haskell nom- 
inated John S. Farlow for Mayor and 
Mr. Farlow was nominated with ap- 
pluuse.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


When Sinclair Weeks was elected 
for a third term In December 1933 it 
was the general belief in the city that 
he would not run for the office again 
In 1935. It was also generally be- 
lieved throughout Newton that Edwin 
O. Childs would once more seek the 
office of Mayor In 1935. He had de- 
veloped an Intense liking for the of- 
fice. Obviously, Mr. Childs thought it 
was the niche In which he fitted. Be- 
cause of his desire to continue as 
Mayor over a long period of years, 
lie had turned down offers of public 
positions, some with life tenure, which 
would have given him much larger 
salaries than the $3000 salary he re- 
ceived as Mayor of Newton. During 
1934 Mr. Childs at various times gave 
evidence that he would be a candidate 
for Mayor at the 1935 election. On 
Oct. 18, 1934, at a banquet given to 
Charles A. Mahoney, who had shortly 
before been appointed Superintendent 
of Streets by Mayor Weeks, Mr, 
Childs publicly gave notice that he 
lmd expectations of again being Mayor. 
Speaking nt t lie banquet, the former 
Mayor lauded Mr. Mahoney, told of 
having served with him in the serv- 
ice of the city, and commented that 
he might again bo associated with Mr. 
Mahoney in the city’s service. 

On January 11, 1935 Mayor Weeks 
announced lie would not again be a 
candidate for Mayor, and at the same 
time General Daniel Needham an- 
nounced that he would he a candidate 
to succeed Mr. Weeks. General Need- 
ham stated he had decided to become 
a candidate because he had been urged 
to do so by a large number of his fel- 
low citizens. The names of many of 
these citizens, listed by Wards and 
precincts were printed in the news- 
papers, including the GRAPHIC of 
January 11, 1935. 

As soon as General Needham’s can- 
didacy was announced, the writer 
urged Mr. Childs to announce his can- 
didacy. We knew it had been his prac- 
tice during the many times he ran 
for re-election in former years not to 
announce his candidacy until shortly 
before the election date, but times 
had changed. In 1929 Sinclair Weeks 
had announced his candidacy in May, 
in 1933 he was equally early in de- 
claring he would run for Mayor, and 
in both those years carefully organ- 
ized campaigns for Weeks had been 
conducted over a period of months. 
Tom White greatly lessened his 
chances for victory in 1933 by not 
starting his campaign until nearly five 
months after the Weeks forces had 
organized. And here in the second 
week in January of 1935 a well organ- 
ized campaign was being started for 
General Needham. Mr. Childs agreed 
with us and in the NEWTON GRAPH- 
IC of January 18, 1935, the following 
announcement appeared — “In reply to 
an inquiry made by Edward H. Pow- 
ers, as Associate Editor of the GRA- 
PHIC relative to whether or not Ex- 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs would be a 
candidate for Mayor at the next city 
election, Mr. Childs makes the fol- 
lowing reply: 


On March 20, 1935, the Noedham 
canrpaign wns actively started, cam- 
paign workers were organized and 
ninny house rallies were hold during 
succeeding months. On Juno 7, Al- 
derman Sidney Holden announced that 
he would he a candidate for Mayor. On 
October 15 a big, public rally for Need- 
ham was held at the Newton Centre 
Women’s Club at which the principal 
speakers included Mayor Weeks, 
Abraham Webber, William F. Garce- 
lon and William J. Doherty. On Octo- 
ber 24 the names of the Childs Politi- 
cal Committee were filed at Newton 
City Hall. The committee included 
ten men whom Mr. Childs had asked 
to serve. The writer was one of the 
ten. Eight of these ten men again 
comprise Mr. Childs’ committee this 
year. One of these eight, however, 
seems inconsistent. He has frequently 
criticized the Mayor for the past 20 
months, and within a few weeks told 
the writer he is opposed to the Mayor 
politically. 

In the GRAPHIC of October 25, 
1935, was a letter signed by Mayor 
Childs in which he said that he wish- 
ed to dispose of a rumor that Thomas 
W. White would receive a paid city 
osition provided Childs would be elect- 
ed. The letter quoted Mr. White as 
having made the condition when he 
tendered Mr. Childs liis support that 
"Under no conditions will I accept any 
position in city service.” 

In our column “Paragraphs” in the 
GRAPHIC of November 1, 1935. we ad- 
vocated the election of Mr. Childs and 
we wrote — "The coming election in 
Newton will determine whether or not 
personal popularity or a strong politi- 
cal machine will dominate this city, 
ffor some yeurs a political clique named 
the mayors of Newton and the old 
Newton Club was a dominant influ- 
ence. Twenty-two years ago Edwin O. 
Childs ended the rule of this clique 
when he wus elected. The members 
of the old Newton Club and the other 
gentlemen of Newton who selected our 
mayors a generation ago did not have 
a political machine. They comprised 
a large group of citizens, most of whom 
had no political ambitions, and they 
were genuinely interested in the wel- 
fare of this city. Nevertheless many 
citizens of Newton at that time re- 
sented domination by a comparative 
few.” 

Also in our "Paragraphs” in the 
GRAPHIC in that same issue was the 
following — “Edwin O. Childs was 
elected on his personal popularity. He 
was frequently alluded to during the 
many years he was Mayor as a practi- 
cal and expert politician. We used to 
think there was some truth to this 
contention. But, we realized that it 
was and is not so. Mr. Childs never 
had a real political machine. He never 
built up fences by creating municipal 
positions, and he did not even to a rea- 
sonable degree reward some of his 
most loyal supporters by appointing 
them to city jobs. A practical politi- 
cian w’ould have done this.”

If the statement that I shall be a 
candidate for Mayor at the next city 
election will relieve the suspense of 
many inquiring friends, I am glad to 
make It, even at this early date.

In the same issue of the GRAPHIC 
we praised the service of General 
Needham as a soldier and as Commis- 
sioner of Public Safety, but we stated 
that in our opinion he had not been 
sufficiently active in Newton affairs to 
be as well qualified to serve as Mayor 
as were some other citizens of New- 
ton. 


On November 20, 1935, General Need- 
ham appeared at the City Clerk’s office 
in City Hall and filed nomination pa- 
pers which contained 9257 signatures. 
It was announced that Mr. Needham 
expected to obtain 15,000 signatures 
before the closing date for the filing 
of papers. Many thought Mr. Childs’ 
chances of victory were dubious. The 
Needham campaign had been organized 
months before that of Childs, and the 
General had many more campaign 
workers than the former Mayor. But 
Tom White, his associates on the 
Childs committee, and other friends of 
Mr. Childs had put in some intensive 
work during the last few weeks of the 
campaign. One important factor was

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Good Form or Nothing 

Never has politeness been carried to 
so high a point in Newton, a city noted 
for courteousness, than by a special 
committee of t lie Aldermen which 
has for a long time been studying Win- 
ter st. conditions.

clour away. 

The Way to Vote 

Last week in this column I wub crit- 
ical of the citizen who spurns liis 
civic duty and fails to attend the polls 
at a municipal election. I meant to 
uld a mild wallop at those who are 
not cheerful when they cust their bal- 
lots but who appear to accept it as ter- 
rible burden. It is a responsibility, 
of course and should be accepted in 
an earnest but not necessarily a grou- 
chy spirit. We have in this country, 
State, county und city the represen- 
tative form of government und it has 
been proved by far the best. Let’s go 
through with it, chin up and smiling. 

They Can’t Help It 

It Is not difficult to understand why 
the Federal Postal authorities would 
like us to mail all Christmas matter 
eurly. Anybody with a great task 
to lie performed wants to have It com- 


pleted as soon as possible, providing 
they are convinced they cannot dodge 
it. But. people who themselves have 
plenty to do during December 
are apt to get a trifle provoked at the 
“wrap, address and mail early” propa- 
ganda. And I don’t think anybody 
should be allowed to become other 
than good-natured these days. Cer- 
tainly the Government ought to go 
slow about stirring public wrath. Now, 
I haven’t had opportunity to work 
out the details but 1 believe it pos- 
sible for the P. O. Department, If they 
must have cards addressed and par- 
cels wrapped the first days of Decem- 
ber, to have WPA workers or some- 
body to do it for us. The idea might 
lie carried further and the same work- 
ers do our shopping, too. Maybe the 
proposal seems grotesque and radical, 
even for these advanced times, but on 
the other hand there are a lot of peo- 
ple who just won’t hurry for Uncle 
Sam or anybody else.

Betting addicts find them a par- 
tial substitute for pari-mutuels now 
that local horse and dog racing have 
been suspended, but a lot of folks 
"take a ticket to a ruffle” who would 
scorn all other forms of gambling. I 
have tried myHelf to become the own- 
er for 10 or 25 cents, of a camera, sail- 
boat, live turkey, pair of live rabbits, 
piano, radio (10 times anyway), all 
sorts of electrical appliances, etc.

given attention. Plenty of automobiles 
were secured for use at the polls on 
election day, and a suillciency of vol- 
unteer workers obtained for work at 
the varidus voting places. At the elec- 
tion in 1933 Mr. White had been handi- 
capped by having far fewer automo- 
biles at Ills disposal than hud Mr. 
Weeks, and a much smaller number 
of workers at the polls. 

The" election was held on December 
10. Personally we expected Mr. Childs 
to win by a small plurality over Mr 
Needham. He won by a majority 
which was an agreeable surprise to his 
supporters. The total vote cast was 
26,435, or 80% of the number of regis- 
tered voters. Mr. Childs received 14,- 
830 votes and Mr. Needham 10.686. 
Jubilation prevailed at Childs’ head- 
quarters at Newton Corner and at an 
impromptu victory meeting in Elks’ 
Hall. A long parade of automobiles 
started at Nonantum and proceeded 
through the streets of the city. Notice- 
able among the hundreds who came 
to congratulate the Mayor-Elect were 
some who had strongly opposed him. 
A significant feature of the election 
was tlie fact that all of the Aldermanic 
candidates who had supported General 
Needham, and they comprised a large 
majority of the Board, were elected to 
oflice, with the exception of George 
Bacon, who was defeated as Alderman- 
at-Large from Ward 4 by Dennis Cro- 
nin. The writer was one of the most 
enthusiastic over the Childs victory. 
Next week we shall tell why our en- 
thusiasm waned.

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Lieut. Edward Moan Heads 
New Traffic Bureau of The 
Newton Police Department 

Will Have Charge of Prosecution of Violators 
Of Automobile Laws 


Mayor Asks $2500 
For Parking Area 
At Newton Corner 


The establishment of a Traffic Bu- 
reau In the Newton Police Department 
went Into effect on Saturday when 
Chief Hughes announced that Lieut. 
Edward A. Moan had been appointed 
head of the new division. Moan has 
been one of the two lieutenants in 
charge of police headquarters on the 
night shifts, and if he Is regularly as- 
signed to the traffic bureau, another 
lieutenant will have to be appointed 
to perform the duties which Moan has 
been performing. Several months ago 
tho Newton Chapter of the Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council recommended 
that a traffic bureau be established in 
the Newton Police Department for the 
purpose of investigating automobile 
accidents in this city, prosecutiug of- 
fenders. and keeping a record of traffic 
accidents. The Safety Chapter ex- 
pressed the belief that the traffic bu- 
reau would result in more efficient 
rosults in lessening automobile acci- 
dents in Newton, and would elimin- 
ate the necessity of many policemen 
losing time and sleep in coming to 
court to testify against autoists who 
are violators of automobile laws, or 
who aro allegedly responsible for au- 
tomobile accidents. The Safety Coun- 
cil recommended that a police ser- 
geant bo assigned to head tho Traffic 
Bureau, and that he have the assis- 
tance of a patrolman for investigating 
and court work, and another patrol- 
man as an office clerk. The Safety 
Council recommended that Serg. Rich- 
ard Bannon bo given the assignment 
because he had been assigned 
to attend tho course conducted 
the past summer at Cambridge by the 
Harvard Bureau of Traffic Research. 
Mayor Childs, however, suggested the 
name of Lieutennnt Moan. 

In tho past all members of the New- 


! ton police department have engaged 
' in tho apprehending and prosecution 
: of those who violated automobile laws, 
land the traffic and parking ordinances 
t of this city. Most of the investiga- 
tion of accidents has been done by 
members of the Inspectors Division of 
the Newton police department. Serg. 
I Thomas Burke and Special Officer 
Hammill have devoted a large part of 
their time to this work. Sergeant 
Burke hns also been doing very effl- 
| cient work in obtaining photographs 
of accidents with the excellent equip- 
ment owned by the Newton police de- 
partment. If the proposed set-up of 
the new Traffic Bureau is followed out, 
the duties which have been performed 
by the inspectors will be transferred 
to the personnel of the newly created 
bureau.

$5000 Jewel Theft 
At Ellison Home 


Jewelry valued at about $5000 was 
stolen from the home of Eben Ellison. 
48 Sargent st., Newton last Thursday 
evening while members of the family 
were present in the house. The jew- 
elry was stolen from a bureau drawer 
in a second story room at the house. 
One theory is that the burglar climbed 
up the outside of the brick residence 
while the members of the family were 
! at dinner. On May 5, 1928 another 
burglary occurred at the Ellison home 
when jewelry valued at $8000 was 
stolen. The man who committed thut 
burglary was supposed to be one Ce- 
cil Irons, later arrested in a Western 
state for another crime. He was not 
brought back to Massachusetts to 
stand trial for the Newton burglary. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a communi 
cation was received from Mayor Childs 
nsking for nn appropriation of $2500 
| to pny for the grnding and surfacing 
of about 28,000 square feet of land 
Inear Pearl ct., Newton Corner to make 
It suitable as a parking space. Th. 
Aldermen took no action on the recom- 
| mendntion of tho Mayor, preferring 
to wait until six buildings now on the 
property will he razed and the cellars 
I filled. Members of the Board of Al- 
dermen state that when this will 
have been done they will vote for 
the recommendation asked by the 
Mayor. 

For 25 years there has been a great 
need for parking facilities at Newton 
Corner. Business hns suffered because 
of this, and Newton Corner, which has 
unusual transportation advantages as 
n shopping centre, hns receded. There 
are fourteen vacant stores there, and 
property values have lessened. A 
few of the Aldermen have been cool 
to the parking project since the R. C. 
Taylor Trust. Inc. some months ago 
made an offer to the city to give 
the use of the land free in lieu of 
$189 yearly rental, which will offset 
the taxes on the property. The Tay- 
lor estate is also to tear down six 
dwellings which had housed about a 
dozen families. In view of the fact 
that the city in years past had con- 
sidered spending as high as $200,000 
to provide a parking space at Newton 
Corner, the cool attitude of a couple 
of aldermen on this opportunity to re- 
lieve the parking situation at Newton 
Corner is causing resentment not only 
by business men there, but also among 
residents of Wnrds 1 and 7 who are 
daily inconvenienced by lack of park 
ing space there. It is believed that 
the majority of the Aldermen will 
vote favorahly on this matter within 
the next few weeks. Aldermen Raw- 
son of Ward 7 and Barwise of Ward 
1 are working to have the parking 
space become a reality.

Refuse Money For 
Traffic Bureau 


Recommendations from Mayor 
Childs for the appropriations of money 
to enable the newly created Traffic 
Bureau to be started at Newton po- 
lice hendquarters on December 13. 
were laid on the table Monday night 
by the Finance Committee of the Al- 
dermen. The Mayor recommended 
tho sums of $93.17 to pay the salary 
of an additional patrolman; saiu ap- 
pointee to permit the transfer of a 
present patrolman to the Traffic Bu- 
reau to assist Lieut. Moan who has 
been placed in charge of the new 
division. The sum of $51 was recom- 
mended by the Mayor to pay the salary 
of a clerk In the bureau office, and 
$9 as additional compensation for Miss 
Estn Hayes, clerk assigned to the bu- 
reau. 

The aldermen refused to take ac- 
tion on the matter because they stated 
that the recommendations from the 
Mayor gave the Aldermen no informa- 
tion as to tlie proposed plans under 
which the bureau will operate, nor any 
other details. So the Aldermen will 
nostpone appropriating money for the 
Traffic Bureau until they learn what 
it is all about. 


Newton Chinaman 
Found Murdered 


Lee Tung Sing. 68, a Chinaman vho 
for the past 10 years had conducted 
a laundry at 238 Washington st., Niw- 
ton, was shot to death either late hrl 
day night or early last Saturday nurn 
ing in the small, rear room at .he 
laundry. Customers who went to he 
laundry on Saturday found the font 
door locked, but none investlgaed 
until about 5>30 Saturday afterncon 
when a woman who found the launtry 
door closed, complained to Kerry 
Steele of Brighton, a clerk In a nearby 
market. Steele wont to the side door 
at the roar of the laundry, peered n, 
and observed Sing’s body lying on tie 
floor. He notified Patrolman Michael 
Connelly who was doing traffic du.y 
at Nonantum sq. Connelly kicked n 
tho side door and found Sing lyiig 
on the floor in a dried pool or blool. 
Two bullets from a 25 calibre auto- 
matic pistol had been fired Into Singh 
buck, and a third bullet had been 
fired Into his head, under his left ear. 

Connelly notified police headquar- 
ters and a number of ranking officers 
of the department hastened to the 
place. In the group wore Chief 
Hughes. Captains Veduccio and C.oode, 
and Inspectors Crowley, King and 
Burke. District Attorney Bishop was 
notified and came to the place, as did 
Medical Examiner Gallagher. Rigor 
mortis had apparently set in some 
hours before the murder was discov- 
ered, and the stove at the laundry 
was stone cold. An electric light in 
the cellar was still on when the po- 
lice entered. A search revealed

Several residents of 
Concord and St. Mary sts.. and Lafay- 
ette rd., told of a new residential area 
which lias been developed not far from 
the Dolan coal yard the past few years, 
rind argued that the tanks will he an 
eyesore. 

The Aldermen brought out the fact 
that Tawbe acquired hiV property only 
Inst March, and should have known it 
abutted a business zone. The Board 
voted to grant the permit to tho Dolan 
Company.

David Seabury At 
Community Forum 
Next Sunday 

Next Sunday afternoon at the New- 
ton High School auditorium David 
Seabury, noted psychologist and au- 
thor of “Growing Into Life,” “Un- 
masking Our Minds." “What Makes Us 
Seem So Queer” and various oYher 
books and articles, will appear 
as the fourth speaker on the New- 
ton Community Forum program for 
this season. His topic Is to be “How to 
Worry Successfully,” which Is the title 
of one of his recent books. 

David Seabury was born In Boston 
and grew* up in an atmosphere full of 
the Influence of professors and psy- 
chologists. He attended the oid 
Chauncey Hall School and later the 
Sctiola Bettlni Recarsoli in Florence, 
Italy. Upon his return to this coun- 
try. he went to Harvard as a spe- 
cial student. Miss Alice Longfellow 
took an Interest in his enthusiasm 
and it was through her influence dnd 
cooperation that he went abroad again 
and spent five years studying in Lon- 
don, Paris and Munich. 

Returning again to this country, he 
became consulting psychologist at Cul- 
ver Military Academy and later opened 
an office in New York where he is now- 
one of the busiest of consulting psy- 
chologists. 

Among Mr. Seabury’s store of anec- 
dotes appears this one. which would 
rather seem to have shaped his ap- 
plication of his work; “It was many 
years ago, "Mr. Seabury said, "that 
I was cured of speaking about psy- 
chology In scientific terms. I was on 
my way to deliver a lecture In a small 
town w-hen I heard tw-o men talking on 
a street corner. They had seen me 
and one asked who I was. The other 
answered, ‘He’s a psychologist.’ and 
his companion said. ‘How’d he get 
out? I decided then that if people 
didn’t know what the word meant, 
It was time they were being told in 
simple terms." 

So great is Mr. Seabury’s popularity 
thut an appointment to consult him 
must he made months In advance. In 
addition to the hours spent in office 
duty nnd writing, he delivers as many 
as one hundred lectures during the 
course of a year. His talks are prac- 
tical in every sense of the word. 
Through long years of experience In 
his field. Mr. Seabury has had to deal

Although there 
are three candidates for Mayor, con- 
tests for Alderman-at-Large in all 
seven Wards, and for Ward Alderman 
in five of the seven Wards, there is 
little interest being shown in the 
election. This is in contrast to the 
intense interest which was displayed 
in the 1933 and 1935 elections Two 
reasons are largely responsible for 
this condition. Sinclair Weeks in 1933 
and General Needham in 1935 had 
large, well organized committees 
working in their behalf for many 
months before election day. Aider- 
man Clarence Colby, who is opposing 
Mayor Childs, does not announce his 
candidacy until October, and he has 
had no organized support comparable 
with that given Weeks and Needham. 

The other reason for the lack of 
interest is — that many of Mayor 
Childs’ former active supporters are 
not working in his behalf this year. 
Some of these erstwhile political 
friends of the Mayor contend that his 
attitude since he was elected two 


years ago has been that of ingratitude 
toward those who rallied to him in 
1935, and deference to many who op- 
posed him. 

Running for Mayor are the present 
incumbent. Edwin O. Childs, now serv- 
ing his 18th year as Mayor; Clarence 
C. Colby, who Is serving hla fourth 
year as Alderman-at-Large from Ward 
7. and Frederick Lochlatto of 180 Ad- 
ams st. It Is expected that the latter 
will not poll many votes. 

In Ward 1 Frank T. McCabe. Al- 
derman-at-Large since 1935. is being 
opposed by Umberto Colarusso who 
has resided in the Ward only during 
the past yoar In Ward 2 the can- 
didates for Aldcrman-at-Large to 
succeed Donald 'Hill are Albert P. 
Everts of 114 Kirkstall rd. and John 
Finelll of 45 Ashmont ave Mr Everts 
has the support of a number of New- 
tonvllle residents who have been ac- 
tive In politics in that village Mr. 
Finelll. a well known attorney, con- 
tends that his membershin for some 
years on the Republican City Commit- 
tee entitles him to recognition. In 
Ward 3 Maxwell P. Gaddis. Ward Al- 
derman for the past year. Is a can-

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A NEW VIEWPOINT NEEDED 

Problems of government today are vastly different than in 
the post-war period of prosperity and the depression years of 
recent memory. To meet these changed problems we need to 
have an aggressive executive who is willing to shoulder the 
responsibility of preparing for the future. He must have the 
initiative and energy to study possible courses of action and 
then to use sound judgment in putting them into effect. 

For eighteen of the past twenty-four years Edwin O. Childs 
has served as mayor of Newton. He relinquished the office to 
Sinclair Weeks in 1930 for a six-year period. During most of 
his years of service the growth of Newton was a primary 
factor in making his administrative problems comparatively 
simple in contrast to today’s conditions. Mr. Childs is not 
aggressive. He seldom takes the iiitiative. And many mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen of the past two decades openly 
aver that responsibilities which the Tiayor might and probably 
should assume were passed along fc> them. 

Alderman Clarence C. Colby possesses the energy, the initia- 
tive and the willingness to accept responsibility which is highly 
desirable here in Newton. We urge the citizens of Newton to 
vote for Colby to the end that we may have a new viewpoint 
of city affairs with the aim of promoting greater efficiency. 


Share Your Clothes 


TWO IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 

The voters of Newton will ballot next Tuesday for municipal 
candidates and on the question of biennial elections in this 
city. Important as the offices of mayor, aldermen, and school 
•committee may be the question of biennial elections is perhaps 
of even greater importance. Some weeks ago we outlined 
the referenda upon which the voters will be asked to decide. 
Two questions appear at the bottom of the ballot. The first 
calls for a “Yes” or "No” vote on the question of the adoption 
of the biennial system. 

The adoption of this proposal means the elimination of the 
city electron in the so-called "off” year — that is, the election 
in which the office of mayor is not at stake. In such years 
experience has shown that a very small percentage of the 
voters cast their ballot. This lack of interest tends to break 
down good government. It also is an unnecessary expense 
which can be eliminated by the adoption of the biennial method 
of electrons. Vote "Yes” on Question one. 

The second question under the biennial referenda is for an 
expression of choice as to whether members of the school com- 
mittee should serve for four years or for two years when the 
biennial method becomes effective. On this matter they are 
asked to mark their ballot in favor of Plan A or for Plan B. 
Plan A provides for a four-year term of the school committee 
members, and Plan B. for a two-year term. We urge the adop- 
tion of Plan A and reiterate the arguments we have previously 
used. A member of the school committee usually serves for 
two terms under the present system of three years each. His 
best service as a member is not rendered until he has served 
for some time. If the term is four years he can at least render 
three years of valuable service and if outstanding may be a 
candidate for re-election. Under the four year term there will 
also be rotation in office as three members of the committee 
will be elected one year and four members two years later, 
there being seven members of the committee. Under the two- 
year term all members would be on the ballot every two years. 
They would also be called upon to make a campaign every 
two years, or three times in a six-year period as against twice in 
that length of time as at present. We believe that it would 
be a step backward, would increase politics in our school com- 
mittee selections, and would create the possibility of electing 
seven inexperienced members of that committee. We there- 
fore urge the voters to favor Plan A. 


Hundreds of families in Newton are 
badly in need of warm clothing. In 
view of this need, the citizens in the 
city are urgently requested to join in 
a "Share Your Clothes" drive, which 
will be made throughout Newton on 
the dates listed below’.

The accident at Newton Corner re- 
sulting in the loss of three lives 
brings up afresh tho question — "Can 
there not be a statute compelling ev- 
ery railroad to go over or under every 
highway or rail crossing?” Since the 
opening of the Boston & Worcester 
Railroad in 1833, there have been 75 
deaths at its crossings. There are 
nine railroad crossings in the City of 
Newton and they are all dangerous. On 
the main line in Newton between 
and 8:12 a. m., four passenger trains 
go by, two of which are express trains 
going 40 miles an hour. The guards at 
the crossings are only slender w’ooden 
spars through which a frightened team 
of horses or a drove of cattle could go 
with impunity. The best of men are 
employed as crossing tenders, but 
they are fallible One can image what 
a fearful loss of life there would be if 
a heavy team became stalled on the 
tracks and an express train rushing 
along at a speed of 40 miles should 
strike it. (In 54 years there were 75 
deaths at railroad crossings, and peo- 
ple 50 years ago thought this horrible. 
Now we have 20 persons killed in 
Massachusetts each week in automo- 
bile accidents. — Ed.) 


The city election in Newton the past 
week showed what the people thought 
in regard to a matter which caused so 
much discussion the past year, and 
his discussion should be valuable to 
the members of the school hoard who 
were defeated for reelection, and their 
nartisans. They claimed that all the 
o iposition came from a parcel of school 
»oys and that any deference shown to 
public sentiment was "letting the 
school children run the schools.” One 
member of tho school board who went 
down in the general defeat declared 
long ago that the opposition had died 
out. He learned his mistake on Tues- 
day. Members of the School Commit- 
tee have a three-year team, and this 
fact is apt to make them a little care- 
less of public opinion, but the day of 
reckoning comes to them as well as to 
members of other legislative bodies. 
Members of the school committee are 
chosen to represent the public, and if 
they do not recognize public opinion, 
they must expect to suffer for their 
mistake. Tho power entrusted to a 
school hoard is almost unlimited, and 
for tills reason they must nuike a care- 
ful uud judicious uso of it.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


In this column In the October 16th 
issue of the GRAPHIC we wrote that 
wo had taken an active pnrt ns a 
member of Thomas \V. White's cam- 
paign committee in 1933 and of Edwin 
O. ChildH’ onmpnign committee in 
1935, but that this year wo would not 
serve on the campaign committee of 
any mayoralty candidate. Since mak- 
ing that statement we were asked to 
servo on campaign committees of both 
leading candidates for Mayor. We 
declined both requests. We also wrote 
in our October 15th column that for 
the first time during the 24 years that 
Edwin O. Childs has been a candidate 
for Mayor ten times, we would not 
support him. We commented that in 
subsequent issues of tho GRAPHIC 
we would tell why our ardor for Mr. 
Childs had cooled, and that our rea- 
sons might not be convincing, nor 
would they be given with the expecta- 
tion that they would materially affect 
the result of the coming election. We 
said that if we possessed the discre- 
tion or practicality exercised by most 
men who succeeded in life, we would 
maintain a prudent silence, but be- 
cause we are one of those persons who 
say what they think, who are actu- 
ated by their feelings, rather than by 
expediency or economic determinism, 
we would state frankly why we are not 
endorsing Mr. Childs this year. We 
made this comment because in our 
belief Mayor Childs will again be re- 
elected next Tuesday. 

In the issues of the GRAPHIC since j 
October 15 we have given an account 
of the conditions in Newton affecting 
mayoralty elections prior to Mr. 
Childs advent into that office, during 
the many years he served, and the six 
years of Mayor Weeks administration. 
We stated that it was Mr. Childs per- 
sonality and not his political prestige 
which caused him to bo first elected 
in 1913 and re-elected eight times after- 
ward. We told of his democratic ten- 
dencies, his social service work, his 
friendliness toward all classes of peo- 
ple. 


We supported Edwin O. Childs for 
Mayor in 1913 because we have known 
him since our boyhood, have admired 
him because he seemed free from race 
and religious prejudice, and because 
he seemed to exemplify real Ameri- 
canism. It was these qualities which 
caused members of the Democratic 
city committee to tender Mr. Childs 
the nomination for Mayor in 1913. En- 
vironment and circumstances mold a 
person’s views on matters social and 
political. Circumstances which en- 
tered into our life caused us to appre- 
ciate a man who treated those who 
do not possess wealth on a parity with 
those who do. And so, we supported 
Mr. Childs in 1913 and in subsequent 
years. 


Prior to the assumption of the office 
of Mayor of Newton by Mr. Childs in 
1914, only two men had served as 
chief executive of this city for more 
than two years. J. Wesley Kimball 
served from 1884 to 1888 inclusive, 
and Charles E. Hatfield from 1910 to 
1913 inclusive. It had been the estab- 
lished custom for a Mayor to serve 
not more than two years, and Mr. Hat- 
field was criticized by many for break- 
ing this precedent. It had been the 
custom in Newton for men of ability 
to serve on the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen with the expectation that they 
would have an opportunity to advance 
to the higher honor of serving as May- 
or. A well known citizen of Newton 
said in 1925, in criticizing Mr. Childs — 
"The position of Mayor of Newton is 
not a job; it is simply an honorable 
opportunity for temporary public serv- 
ice.” We believe that when Mr. Childs 
was first elected Mayor he had no in- 
tention of remaining in that office from 
young manhood until he had reached 
an advanced age. But the office obvi- 
ously has had an allure for him und he 
sacrificed opportunities for advance- 
ment in public life, and for material 
gain, to remain in it. 


Naturally, as Mr. Childs ran again 
and again for the office of Mayor, more 
and more persons criticized him for 
allegedly hogging the office. To these 
criticisms Mr. Childs replied that ho 
would run for the office while the peo- 
ple of Newton desired him to do so, 
and it was up to the people to decide. 
This was a naive reply and so far has 
been a good argument. 


The eighteen years which Mr. Childs 
has served as Mayor of Newton has 
been equalled in length to our knowl- 
edge by only one other chief execu- 
tive of a city in Massachusetts — for- 
mer Mayor Ashley of New Bedford. 
Two reasons have contributed chief- 
ly to this unique record. One hus 
been Mr. Childs’ remarkable talent 
for mixing affably with persons in 
so many walks of lifo. The other 
has been the outstanding place en- 
joyed by Newton as a well governed 
city and desirable residential com- 
munity. As a mixer, Mr. Childs 1ms 
been in a class by himself. An elo- 
quent speaker, he long ago became 
adept in giving laudatory addresses 
to fraternal, civic, patriotic organiza- 
tions and racial groups. 

Newton lias consistently had lower 
tax rates than most cities in Massa- 
chusetts, and it is naiural that per- 
sons moving into this city, as well 
as many long-time residents, have 
given Mr. Childs a major part of the 
credit for tills condition. As a mat- 
ter of fact, while he is entitled to 
credit for huviug contributed to good 
government in Newton, other factors 
also Imvo been responsible to a great 
degree. For a century Newton, be- 
cause of its topographical advantages 
and unusual transportation facilities, 
developed Into a residential community 
populated largely by people of wealth 
or comparative wealth, its valuation 
nor-cupila bus been unusually high. 
Prom 1919 on tho increase hi real 

estato values in Newton bus been phe- 
nomenal, fur outstripping almost all 
cities in tills State with (lie excep- 
tions of Boston and Springfield. In 


1919 tho total value of real estate 
in Nowton wns $68,133,400. It took 
big jumps every year, until in 1932 
It had increased to $148,288,800. Cer- 
tainly such increases In valuation 
should have kept Newton s tax rnte 
lower than that of cities where valu- 
tionB had either only slightly In- 
creased, or had decreased. During 
tho depression yenrs of 1933, 1934 and 
1935, there wns a recession in valua- 
tions of real estate in this city, but 
in 1936 and the past year a renewed 
building boom has brought tho total 
to $151, 242,050. 

Another thing which has kept New- 
ton’s tax rate lower than that of 
many cities in Massachusetts is the 
fact that its welfare burden since 
1929 has been far loss serious than 
that of many industrial cities in this 
State, in proportion to its wealth and 
population. Many persons have for- 
gotten, nnd newer residents of New- 
ton do not know that for a number 
of years Mayor Childs did little par- 
ing on budget recommendations of de- 
partment heads, that in those same 
years Boards of Aldermen cut from 
$50,000 to over $200,000 annually from 
the Mayor’s budget recommendations, 
and by so doing caused lower tax 
rates, and incurred the dislike of city 
officials or employees for whom tho 
Mayor had recommended salary in- 
creases. In Justice to Mayor Childs 
it must be said that all cuts from 
ills budget recommendations in those 
years by the Aldermen, did not meet 
with the approval of the writer. Dur- 
ing the past two years, the Mayor 
has displayed a more economical trend 
and the Aldermen pruned but little 
from his budget figures. The Mayor 
has been scrupulously honest finan- 
cially in his conduct of city affairs. 
He has repeatedly asserted, and we 
believe him, that he has never taken 
one dishonest penny. The acquisition 
of money has never bothered the 
Mayor. 


During the past several weeks in 
our articles referring to Mayor Childs 
we have said so many laudable things 
about him that some persons have 
told us wo seemed to he writing in 
' his behalf. They have been waiting 
1 patiently for us to say something 
1 against him. We stated in the 
j CRAPHIC on October 22nd that in 
' telling why we have become alienated 
with Mr. Childs politically, we would 
not indulge to any degree in political 
controversy, that our reasons deal 
mostly with human sensibilities, and 
might seem inconsequential. 


We voted in the past for Edwin O. 
Childs not because of practical, poli- 
tical motives, but because we believed 
him to he honest, humane, sincere. In 
common with him the writer has never 
endeavored to acquire wealth. We are 
not prone to talk about ourself, nor 
were we ever interested in autobiog- 
raphies and we believe our readers 
would not be interested in our auto- 
biography. However, as some of our 
readers might think our change in 
attitude toward the Mayor might have 
been caused by disgruntlement on our 
part in not having been rewarded by 
him for our political support in the 
past, we shall write briefly concern- 
ing our philosophy and past in cer- 
tain things. 


As a youth we entered the United 
States Postal Service. Together with 
a boyhood friend, who has since be- 
come one of Newton’s most prominent 
citizens, we prepared to take the ex- 
amination for postoffice clerk. We went 
to his older brother for suggestions, 
and the latter tried to discourage us 
from becoming postoffice employees. 
We two future postal employees told 
him what we had read about the rec- 
ognition of merit under civil service. 
The brilliant young man to whom we 
had gone for advice made a trite re- 
mark, "It is not civil service," ho said, 
"it is snivel service.” The two of us 
disregarded his advice, entered the 
postal service, and spent many years 
in it. Soon we discovered that the 
wisecrack about "snivel service’’ was 
not unfounded, that political influence 
and not merit determined advance- 
ment, that "pull” and not “push” 
counted. And our experience with 
this condition in the postal service 
soured us against the political spoils 
system. We were among those who 
helped organize the postoffice clerks 
in Massachusetts to counteract poli- 
tical preferment, served as chairman 
of the grievance committee of the 
Massachusetts P. O. Clerks Associa- 
tion, and never sought political in- 
fluence for advancement during the 
17 years we served in the postal 
service. Wo never had any respect 
for political heelers. 


Mayor Childs was in office only a 
few years when ho was accused, or 
accredited, according to one’s view- 
point, of giving more consideration 
to his political enemies than to his 
political friends. He did rewnrd a 
few of his supporters with appoint- 
ments to salaried positions in tho 
service or the city, or with part time 
offices which brought small emolu 
ments, but he made no hid to attract 
henchmen with the expectation of poli- 
tical plums. He did not have to, 
apart from tho fact that he did not 
have the inclination. He won one 
victory after another without any real 
organization, except in 1921 when 
Leon Rogers opposed him. As an In- 
stance of Mr. Childs aversion to be- 
ing accused of practical politics by 
rewarding his followers, we cite tho 
case of the man who was responsible 
for him first becoming Mayor — T D. 
Murphy. Soon after Mr. ChildH first 
assumed office in 1914, he unpointed 
Mr. Murphy an assistant assessor.

The fight against tuberculosis in 
Newton is by no means won accord- 
ing to facts revenled by Dr. Harold 
D. Chope, health officer of the city, 
nt the first meeting of the Health Di- 
vision of the Newton Community Conn 
cil held Thursdny night at the New- 
ton Centre Library. Although New- 
ton's position in the battle 1 against 
tuberculosis compares favorably with 
other communities, 25 Newton citi- 
zens die from tuberculosis every year 
Dr. Chope reports. 

At the meeting last night Dr. Philip 
P. Jacobs, director of the Division 
of Field Service of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association reported upon 
a two weeks survey he made of eondi 
tions in Newton last October. Dr 
Jacobs came to Newton at the request 
of the Board of Health and the Health 
Committee of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau and his survey was financed 
by the Massachusetts Tuberculosis 
League. As a result of his study it 
is expected that further efforts will 
be made to wipe out the disease. 

Newton annually spends $50,000 
from tax funds and $5,000 raised by 
the sale of Christmas seals on tuber 
culosis cases and educational work. A 
large part of the city’s money is ex 
pended for hospital care of patients 
at the Middlesex County Hospital. A 
feature of the education financed by 
the sale of Christmas seals is the ex 
amination of children in the public 
schools. Although these examinations 
are purely voluntary, the number of 
examinations has steadily grown over 
the past three years. In 1935 fifty 
five percent of the children were ex- 
amined. in 1936 sixty-five percent and 
this year eighty-five percent. 

Despite this extensive program 
which has been carried on for a num- 
ber of years, there are today 165 re- 
ported cases of tuberculosis in the 
city and it is estimated that near- 
ly 100 unreported cases exist. An- 
other tragic aspect of the matter is 
the fact that 65 percent of the cases 
are not reported to authorities until 
they are in an advanced stage of ill- 
ness. 

The Health Division of the Newton 
Community Council expects to an- 
nounce plans for a vigorous campaign 
against tuberculosis in the near fu- 
ture. 


Newtonville Girl 
Seriously Burned 

Shirley Robblee. 13, of 288 New- 
tonville ave., Newtonville. was se- 
verely burned on her hack last Sat- 
urday morning when her clothing 
caught fire as she was standing in 
front of a gas stove in the tenement 
of Timothy O’Rourke at the same ad- 
dress. Mrs. O’Rourke threw water 
on the burning garment of the girl 
and extinguished the flame. The girl 
was taken to the Newton Hospital 
in the police ambulance. She had 
gone into the O’Rourke tenement to 
get warm because there was no heat 
in the Robblee tenement. As a result 
of an investigation made by Traffic 
Officer William Dowling, a complaint 
was made against the girl's mother, 
Mrs. Mary Robblee, and the latter was 
arraigned in the Newton court on 
Monday on the charge of neglecting 
her children. The case was contin- 
ued to December 10. 

Dowling, in asking for the com- 
plaint, found that there was no heat 
in Mrs. Robblee’s tenement, very lit- 
tle food, and the place in a deplor- 
able condition. The Robblee woman 
has six children, five of whom are 
under 16 years of age. Her husband 
was killed by an automobile about a 
year ago.

Lochiatto Can Use 
Noise Truck 


The Newton Bonrd of Aldermen on 
Monday night granted a permit for the 
use of a noise truck on streets In this 
city between December 7 and 14 In 
conjunction with hls campaign for 
Mayor. Alderman Colby, chairman of j 
the Licenses Commltteo, refrained | 
from voting on this matter because of 
hls candidacy for Mayor. Alderman 
Schlpper, speaking for the commit- 
tee. explained thnt the Street Com- 
missioner had granted LocKiatto a 
permit for the use of the truck with 
the loud speaker, and thnt similar per- 
mits had been granted In past years 
to others by the Street Commissioner. 
Later, City Solicitor Bartlett had 
ruled thnt the Street Commissioner 
has no authority to grnnt such a per- 
mit: it Is the function of the Aider- 
men and Mayor. Schlpper said that 
Lochiatto had told the Licenses Com 
mlttee thnt he had spent good money 
to engage the sound truck after hav- 
ing received the permit from the 
Street Commissioner, nnd thnt he 
would be out the amount he paid 
unless granted the permit. Therefore 
the Licenses Committee, although the 
majority on it are opposed to sound 
trucks, favored grnntlng the permit, 
but would vote against granting any 
in the future. Alderman Gaddis con- 
curred with Schlpper.

When Sinclair Weeks announced 
his candidacy for Mayor in 1929 many 
of Mr. Childs’ long time supporters 
publicly endorsed Weeks, although 
Childs did not announce until later 
that he would not be a candidate. It 
was not that they had anything against 
Mr. Childs, but some believed that 16 
years was more than enough for one 
man to fill the office of Mayor in New- 
ton or any other city. Capable men in 
Newton had been aspiring to fill the 
office, including some former alder- 
i men who were, and still are, close 
‘ personal friends of the Mayor. In 
our opinion fate was kind to Mr. Childs 
when he relinquished the mayoralty 
in December 31, 1929. Much of the 
world had been In a disturbed condi- 
tion. politically and economically 
since the World War, and this erst- 
while prosperous country of ours was 
on the eve of an economic depression 
which was to bring poverty and pri- 
vations to millions in the U. S. A., a 
large percentage of whom had been 
industrious, self-supporting people, 
who had never dreamed they would 
he forced to receive public aid. In 
Newton, as all over this country, puh- 


11c welfare became a major instead of 
a minor problem, and Mayor Weeks 
had to face un official responsibility 
which hls predecessor had never been 
burdened with. Eventually the Fed- 
eral Government through the NRA 
and the WPA took much of the relief 
burden off the city. Political influ- 
ence counted in appointments to pre- 
ferred ERA and WPA jobs. 

In the Weeks-White campaign of 
1933. although Mr. Childs was linked 
with Mr. White in that campaign, and 
the political future of Mr. Childs was 
supposed to hinge to a certain degree 
I on the success or failure of Mr. White, 

; a large percentage of Childs’ former 
political friends supported Weeks, 
and a number of employees of the city 
openly worked for the latter. Although 
Mr. Weeks tried to givo the city a 
good administration, he believed in 
| reciprocity. He did not reward his 
political enemies and forget hls polit- 
ical friends.

In 1935 Mr. Childs realized he had 
a real light on when the campaign 
for General Needham became well or- 
ganized early that year, and he re- 
quested the aid of friends to assist 
him in his campaign. Mr. Childs’ cam- 
paign. though of comparatively short 
duration, was well organized. Two 
members on his committee were resi- 
lents of Precinct 1, Ward 1, which is 
Mostly in the Nonantum district. We 
isked a number of Nonantum resi- 
lents to assist in the campaign work j 
n that section, and they gave valu- 
• ble cooperation in visiting homes 
here, providing automobiles and work- 
•ig at the polls without compensation. 
Nonantum voted for Childs about 10 

0 1 on election day, December 10, 
1935. Even with no committee he 
would have carried that district by a 
big majority, but the many automo- 
biles donated, and the workers at the 
polls certainly were factors in bring- 
ing out a large number of voters who 
otherwise would not have cast ballots. 

A few days after election we re- 
ceived a spontaneous, appreciative note 
of thanks from Mr. Childs. It was all 
we expected. We had never asked Mr. 
Childs for a personal favor during the 
years he was Mayor, nor had we given 
liim the slightest indication we de- 
. ired any. In fact, when some of our 
friends prophesied that we would be 
the recipient of patronage from the 
Mayor when we remained loyal to him 
during tlie 6 years between 1930 and 
1!*30 when he was in a political 
eclipse, if and when lie should resume 

1 hut office, wo differed. We iiad no 
delusions that we would be the recipi- 
ent of any reward from Mr. Childs. 
During tlie many years we supported 
him we had asked him for only two 
favors. In 1921 we requested him to 
arrange to have the child of a friend 
of ours hi* permitted to continue in 
Newton High School for another year. 
The fumily had moved into an ad- 
joining town and the parent was wili- 
ng to pay tlie tuition required. The 

Mayor promised to attend to thiB rou- 
tine matter, hut forgot to do so. In 
1933 wo requested Mr. Childs to uh- 
h i t in obtaining un appointment for a 
friend who was endeavoring to obtuin 
a c unty position. He promised, hut 
we heard nothing further on the mat- 
ter from him. Despite those two ex- 
nericncoH our loyalty to him did not 
ce so. 


his behalf preceding the election and 
on election day. We expected the 
Mayor would send a note or card of 
thanks to the score or so persons we 
had named. He did not. The out- 
standing worker for Mr. Childs In 
Nonantum during the 1935 campaign 
was a man who visited hundreds of 
homes In that district urging people to 
voto for CU$ds. He gave hours of 
ltis time every day for several weeks. 
Mr. Childs wus aware of the assist- 
ance given by this person. Soon after 
the election there was a meeting of 
the Mayor and hls committee, and some 
of us urged the Mayor to obtain reg- 
ular employment for this man who 
had done so much for him. The May- 
or promised he would do so. Not long 
after there was sickness in the family 
of the man we refer to, and he went 
to the Mayor seeking some temporary 
assistance. He did not get it. 

Our resentment at the Mayor’s at- 
titude in the cases we have just re- 
ferred to was heightened when we ob- 
served him catering to individuals 
who had worked against him: oppor- 
tunists who had curried favor with 
Childs’ political opponents, and whose 
chameleon-like characteristics the 
Mayor had knowledge of. For over 
10 years the Mayor has been preach- 
ing Christianity, so it is to be expected 
j that lie manifest magnanimity and 
j forgiveness. But gratitude and loy- 
alty are also two good qualities to 
■ practice. 

Ward 1 voted overwhelmingly for 
Mayor Childs In 1935, and in his in- 
augural address on January 1, 1936 tlie 
Mayor gave us the impression he 
would reciprocate when in referring 
to Newton schools he said — “The ten 
year plan, so called, for replacements 
of the old Franklin, Eliot and Lincoln 
schools should be followed, and the 
sooner the better.” The last two 
schools are in Ward 1; the Eliot is 
53 years old. the Lincoln 83 years. 
Both are antiquated, wooden build- 
ings which would have been replaced 
years ago in any other part of New- 
ton. For years residents of Ward 1 
have been patiently asking for a new 
school ♦<> replace the Lincoln and 
Eliot. The ten year plan referred to 
by Mayor ChildH was recommended in 
1931 bv the School Committee nnd a 
committee of Aldermen. But Mayor 
Childs, not so many months after hls 
1936 inaugural address, recommended 
thnt another study be made to ar- 
- rice another ten year plan for new 
school buildings. He must have known 
thiis would result in further delay of 
renlncement of the Lincoln and El- 
i t schools. The Aldermen, according 
to conversation we hod with mnny of 
them, were willing to vote for this 
replacement In 1936. But the Mayor’s 
action In recommending an unneces 
sary second "ten year school program. ’ 
nullified the statement he made In 
ids address on January 1, 1936 and 
delayed the building of a modern 
school In Ward 1 for two or th**eo 
vein more. Of course this helped 
♦o keen the tax rate down somewhat 
In 19.37.

about $1.50 In pennies In the cash 
drawer, and about $51 in coin con- 
cealed In a tin cun on the front win- 
dow of the laundry. 

A shoe repairmen who occupies a 
neighboring shop told the police he 
had seen Sing leave hls shop Satur- 
day noon, but did not see him re- 
turn. Others also claimed to have 
seen the murdered man on Saturday 
morning, but some of these changed 
their stories when further questioned 
by the police. The dead man was 
known to have loaned sums of money 
to his countrymen and was supposed j 
to hnve been a member of one of the 1 
large Chinese tongs. Police were told 
he had been married in China and was 
the father of eight children, one son , 
residing In New York. 

Inspector Goode visited the China- j 
town section In Boston with Boston 
police, and questioned a taxi driver ! 
there who had brought Sing to New- 
ton from Boston several times. The 
taxi driver could give no information 
which was of assistance to the p'olice. 
Sing had been absent from hls shop 
recently for a period of several weeks, 
because of Illness. During hls ab- 
sence two young Chinamen conducted 
the business. He carried on the laun- 
dry business under the name of Harry 
Chin.

civilization. We believe in real, not 
superficial friendship. 

In this column last week we inten- 
tionally quoted a statement we made’ 
in the GRAPHIC on November 1. 1935. 
We then said that: "We used to think 
that there was some truth to the al- 
lusion made by many that Mr. Childs 
was a practical and expert politician, 
but we realized that it was and is not 
so — he did not, even to a reasonable 
degree, reward some of his most loyal 
supporters by appointing them to city 
jobs.” The question can he reasonably 
asked: “Why do you now criticize Mr. 
Childs for his failure to reward a few 
of those who worked in his behalf, 
and who sought assistance from him? ’ 
This is our answer. During the sixteen 1 
years that Mr. Childs was Mayor, prior 
to 1930, he had little opposition nnd he 
was regarded as invincible. But from ' 
1929 until 1935 Mr. Childs’ political 
power in Newton was clipped, and 
during those years many of hjs fair- J 
weather friends deserted him. 

He had ample opportunities to ob- ; 
serve who were his real friends and 
who were his pseudo friends. And I 
some of hls real friends made material 
sacrifices by remaining loyal to him I 
during those six years. And material I 
sacrifices made since the depression ' 
set in in 1929 by persons who could ill 
afford them deserved to be remem- 
bered. 

At Auburndule last Friday evening 
the Mayor told u small gathering that 
in his belief tlie writer will vote for 
j him. We shall not. We do not make 
i a practice of talking one way and 
' acting another. Our vote for Mayor 
will he cast for Colby. He has been 
an eflicient alderman and has, in our 
opinion requisite ability and knowl- 
edge of city affairs to serve us a 
pable Mayor.

Not only is this interest 
instinctive, but in view of the fact 
that existence is fundamental to ev- 
erything that one may be or do, or 
desire to be or do, the Science of Life 
is unquestionably the most important 
subject that can engage our attention. 
According to the beliefs, education, 
and experience of mankind, seldom in- 
fluenced as they are by actual truth, 
existence is wholly material. Even 
religions, as ordinarily conceived of, 
accept matter as the reality of exist- 
ence and teach that to gain spiritual 
existence a change of place brought 
about through death is necessary. 
Whereas Christian Science accepts 
Spirit as the only possible actuality 
of existence and teaches that the way 
of gaining it is not through a change 
of place brought about by death or 
disaster, but by a change of conscious- 
ness brought about solely by spiritual 
education 

Tho numberless uncertainties ac- 
cepted as legitimately constituting hu- 
man life, offer no deliverance from 
sickness, sin, and death. Yet these 
uncertainties largely comprise and al- 
ways influence prevailing systems of 
education. They find their way into 
all theories of philosophy and all forms 
of art, and even Invade the realm of 
science. 

In higher mathematics, which hu- 
manly represents science in its high- 
est form, we find the theory of prob- 
ability, or what is sometimes called 
“the uncertainty principle" engrossing 
the attention of mathematicians be- 
cause it is claimed to be of compara- 
tively greater accuracy thun the pre- 
vious theory of certuinty, and thus 
higher mathematics seems to con- 
firm l he generul belief of mankind 
that the most uncertain thing is “cer- 
tainty.' 

Such theories do not appeal to reu- 
son, neither do they sutisfy the long- 
ings of the human heart. Looking to 
them or to matter for an explanation 
of our existence, or for sutisfuction 
intellectually or morally, is a vain 
thing. Interesting us all intellectuality 
is, the fuct is that so long us sys- 
tems of education are based upon mu- 
toriul observations solely, they hold 
out no hope of dellverunce for man- 
kind individually or collectively. 


itself or anything else. She saw and 
announced that God, the primal Prin 
ciple of all being, is supersensible, to 
be understood only through an awak- 
ened recognition of His divine and in 
finite self-sufficiency and power. 

St. Paul writes, “Your life is hid 
with Christ in God." That passage 
is generally associated with religious 
emotional ecstasy. Nobody supposed 
that it had any other value, and least 
of all that it was a scientific state- 
ment. Nevertheless, it is a scientific 
statement, and Mrs. Eddy makes that 
clear in Science and Health by show 
ing the meaning to be that your life is 
bid "with Truth in divine Love" (p. 
325). She announces throughout her 
hooks that the word "God” signifies 
the Mind that is Love, that divine, 
self-existent entity best expressed by 
tlie words “divine Principle.” 

You and I do not exist of ourselves. 
We had no voluntary part in our 
present sense of existence. From any 
point of view that may be assumed 
in the name of science or religion, we 
are obliged to admit that there is but 
one Self-existence. God. divine Prin- 
ciple. the source and substance of ev- 
erything real, is self-existent 
The relationship of divine Principle, 
God. to ourselves and to everything of 
which we may be cognizant, is neces- 
sarily that of perfection. Jesus said 
"Be ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect." And that is what Christian Sci- 
ence shows us to be, notwithstanding 
what appears to be the overwhelming 
testimony of material sense to the con 
trary. 

Admittedly such doctrine is not in 
accord with personal sense. Because 
of this fact Christian Science has 
been the object of much criticism and 
some attempted witticism. Such a 
position, however, especially on the 
part of the intellectual world, is 
anomalous. It indicates that thinkers 
often fear to think. There is a fron- 
tier to their thinking and they dread 
to extend or cross it. That frontier is 
matter, and its creatures are the per- 
sonal senses. Yet if religion depended 
upon these for information it would 
not teach even a belief in God, and 
science itself would be deprived of 
facts that are unquestionably true. 

Christian Science is not, however, 
transcendental or merely idealistic. 
While it enthrones Spirit, Mind, us the 
source and substance of all real phe- 
nomena, it does not thereby predicate 
substance as either shadowy or imag- 
inary. On the contrary, it reveals sub- 
stance as both primal and permanent, 
for substance defined as Spirit unques- 
tionably signifies eternal duration, the 
very nature of self-existent Principle 
God, and consequently the nature of 
His creation. 

This Science is therefore neces- 
sarily contrary to the general belief of 
mankind to the effect that matter is 
substance, and consequently Christian 
Science repudiates matter and all ma- 
terialistic theories, yet actual experi- 
nee in the demonstration of this Sci- 
ence shows clearly that so doing hu- 
man beings do not thereby find them- 
selves less substantial. On the con- 
trary, the Science of permanent ex- 
istence being at work makes overyduy 
existence more real and more har- 
monious than it could otherwise be. 

To use a very obvious illustration: 
e are not less tangible to ourselves 
or others, nor have we lost anything 
of our real existence, when our at- 
tention is so engrossed with some- 
thing interesting or inspiring that for 
the time being we forget our materiul 
existence. This shows that matter and 
material theories torn) no criterion by 
which to be intelligent, for thought 
goes on without the consciousness of 
matter. 

The facts of Christianity are neces- 
sarily divine. They are the facts of 
our reul existence revealing the Prin- 
ciple of our being. They have the 
advantage of permanency, which is 
easily acknowledged, and they also 
have the advantage of power, which is 


not so easily acknowledged until It Is 
understood. 

So-called material facts are constant- 
ly changing and are never wholly dur- 
able. Speaking In a strictly scientific 
manner, facts are never material. In- 
variably they are spiritual, and neces- 
sarily they are discoverable wholly in 
the renlm of thought. Intelligence is 
not a visible realm. Tbe effects of 
spiritually cultivated Intelligence are, 
however, visible, so that even people 
who do not understand Christian Sci- 
ence often observe and testify that 
Christian Scienco heals disease, and 
today practically tho whole civilized 
world acknowledges the healing pow- 
er of Mrs. Eddy's discovery. 

Rearing in mind that the word 
“God" signifies the one self-existent, 
divine Principle, Mind, Spirit, Love,

The realm of human consciousness 
is the realm of what is called right 
and wrong, righteousness and sin, 
good and evil. Mrs. Eddy saw’ that and 
stated with relentless clarity over six- 
ty years ago In her book Science and 
Health thut it is mortal mind that 
sins and suffers, not the human body. 

Tardily in our times distinguished 
natural scientists in their ceaseless In- 
vestigation of matter have marie dis- 


tiflcally, and that Is done In “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures," the textbook of Christian Sci- 
<•!)<«• The way in Which If is done 
has not been readily accepted by the 
religious and scientific world It is, 
however, unquestionably the way that 
Christ Jesus advocated and practiced. 
To understand it one must always 
bear in mind the meaning of the word 
"God'’ in its highest signification. So 
doing he will not be readily offended 
to find evil in all its forms classified as 
error. It need hardly be repeated 
that this is contrary to human experi- 
ence when viewed materially. Never- 
theless. It is the scientific way and is 
proved to be such by anyone who

The simplicity of this way is one 
of the remarkable characteristics of 
Christian Science. The educational 
method by which divine power is dis 
closed, recognized, and expressed, in 
thought and conduct, and in improved 
health and morals, Is entirely free 
from any element of mysticism or 
real difficulty. 

The facts which reveal God as 
Mind. Principle. Spirit, Life, Truth, 
Love, just as the Bible says that He 
Is, are thinkable. In beginning one 
can think about these facts. If one 


alone The propositions of this Sci- 
ence are wholly spiritual. Spiritual 
culture is essential to the recognition 
and demonstration of them, but that 
they are not all humanly proved in 
their fullness Is not against them 
from any standpoint of reason or ob- 
servation They are as true as Truth 
itself, and they demand of us that we 
claim our real existence in order that 
we may demonstrate it. They both 
require and provide for happiness. 
They enlist that resilience and activi- 
ty of intelligence that can only be 
xpressed by the word "joy.” 

In the light of these facts Joy is 
ver aglow The Bible says. "With 
joy shall ye draw water out of the

Man. representing Mind, is then cor- 
rectly defined as the idea of Mind. 
This gives us an entirely different 
concept of ourselves from that of mere 
material personality, and our interest 
in our real existence and in the en- 
deavor to demonstrate it. is thus 
stimulated step by step. 

The Christian Science textbook says 
(p. 507), "Creation is ever appearing, 
and must ever continue to appear from 
the nature of its inexhaustible source." 
With the understanding that God is 
the self-existent Principle of all be- 
ing. and that man. meaning ourselves, 
primarily and eternally represents 
God, it is readily seen that this idea of 
God and man is not human but di- 
vine. and it is just as readily provable 


to believe that one should doctor the 
human body in order to heal disease. 
Tbe human body does not know itself, 
does not know’ anything about itself. 
If one were to ask at any time of his 
body, “How do you feel?" he would 
receive no answer, for the body is not 
capable either of feeling or answering, 
and it does not know that it is sup- 
posed to feel. 

The fact that the human being 
cuu think of his body or is conscious 
of it, shows that he is not in the 
body, and being conscious of it. it is 
beyond controversy to say that he can 
control it by divine power if he learns 
the Science of divine power. It is

Let it be repeated, Christian Sci- 
ence is the healing system of pure 
Christianity. The understanding of the 
fact of man’s immortality is primal 
and indispensable in demonstrating 
this Science. Putting the fact in an 
understandable way. we are justified 
in saying that health must be pri- 
marily divine rather than material or 
merely human. We cannot coneeiv 
of the ever-living otherwise than as 
never dying, which means that no de- 
structive element could form any part 
f the conception of man or creation by 
the divine Mind. Ileulth. or spiritual 
wholeness. Is thus seen to character- 
ize man as well as God. Health is the 
nuture of man, because man as re- 
vealed in this Science represents, 
presses, or reflects God. Health is not 
material, neither is immortality u theo- 
ry. Scientifically speaking immortali- 
ty and health are the facts of our ex- 
istence. 

Such facts are not ordinarily as- 
sociated with the word "science," but 
they should be. They are more wor- 
thy of the true meaning of science 
than anything that could bo thought 
of. or. to put it still more correctly, 
they are incomparable in scientific, 
practical value. If it were possible

Christian Science is like all scienc 
in one respect, and that is that it has 
a purpose. Being Science it requires 
demonstration and reveals thut which 
is to be demonstrated. Neither health 
nor wealth, nor anything else, can be 
demonstrated if it does not already 
exist. When health is revealed as 
primal, spiritual, eternal, and inevit- 
able. we are enabled to deal with 
disease effectually. We are to do this 
by divine power. Now divine power is 
primal and supremely natural, and the 
Science of it is necessarily the one 
supreme and only really natural Sci- 
ence. 

Here we arrive at the parting of 
the ways, and a Christian Scientist 
must learn to take the upword path 
and follow it unswervingly. It is the 
path of Truth, and entering it one 
has necessarily forsaken the illusive 
and misleading paths of error.

Love. named God ” This 
shows what intelligence really is. and 
points the way to its proper culture. 

If all the inventions and conven- 
iences of everyday life brought to light 
through the cultivation of human intel- 
ligence had appeared as the result of 
divine intelligence recognized and 
demonstrated, perfection would be the 
immutable law to every one of them, 
ml with such a demonstration it would 
be found that the so-called laws of 
matter give place to divine law. and 
that while an aeroplane could come 
down it could never fall down, aud 
while various vehicles could move up- 
on the earth to the great convenience 
of mankind, they could not collide uor 
operate in any way contrary to per- 
fection. the reciprocal law of divine 
being. 

Scientifically speaking, divine intel- 
ligence is uot withheld from man; it 
is natural to him, aud any human beiug 
can ascertain for himself to whut ex- 
tent he is gaining the demonstrable 
naturalness of divine intelligence 

This involves the necessity of fre- 
quent self examination, for the reusou 
that intelligence is generally associ- 
ated with matter, or the humun brain, 
and until thut notion is corrected, our 
thinking, which manifests our intel- 
ligence. does not resemble the diviue 
Mind In order thut it may do so our 
constant endeavor must be to “hold

There is no relative righteousness.

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Dr. Seabury at 

Forum Gives 
List of “Don’ts” 


Noted Lecturer and Psychol- 
ogist Speaks on “Worry” 


Dr. David Seabury, eminent psy- 
chologist, author, and lecturer, spoke 
last Sunday at the Newton High 
School on "How to Worry Success 
fully." Dr. Seabury was the fourth 
speaker on tho Newton Community 
Forum program for the current sen- 
son. 

Dr. Seabury said that the first and 
fundamental step in the solution of 
any problem lies in separating that 
problem into its component parts; that 
is, considering all the facts of the 
cause and then the effect or outcome 
that is the ultimate desire of the in- 
dividual, and working the facts grad- 
ually toward the desired effect until 
the solution is attained. 

There are three stages involved in 
worrying: 1. Tho process of stim 
ulation where in the subject becomes 
aware that he has something about 
which to worry, or thinks he has. 2. 
The point at which the "worry" works 
upon the subject’s mind until it be- 
comes nn inhibition, and 3. where he 
gives himself completely over to his 
"worry” and it becomes a fixation. 

According to the foremost psycholo- 
gists of tho world. Dr. Seabury said 
that at the present rate of increase 
in insanity, by the year 2139 there will 
not he a sane person left on earth. Of 
course this statement is only theo 
retically true because it is most un- 
likely that there will not he enough 
feeble-minded in existence to offset 
such a catastrophe. Nevertheless, the 
speaker announced that last year ns 
many people in England and the United 
States entered sanntoriuins as uni- 
versities, and the chief cause of in- 
sanity is vforry and the fierce rate at 
which people think they have to live 
today. People, Dr. Seabury said, wor- 
ry over mistakes which have been 
made rather than concentrating their 
mental powers toward meeting what 
outcome those mistakes may bring 
about. Moreover, only 2 per cent of 
the things we worry about are worth 
the worrying. Worry, in the other 98 
per cent of the cases is a negative 
way of thinking and can get us no- 
where. 

We not only tire our brains by wor- 
rying. but wear down our physical sta- 
mina as well, for negative worry is 
a form of fear and when we are afraid, 
as when we experience any other emo- 
tion. poisons are thrown into the blood 
stream, an excess of which lowers 
our resistance. 

Each aspect of life, we were told, 
has bofh a positive and a negative 
form; as fear and caution, rage and 
courage. Worry is nn eagerness to 
understand and the more intelligent a 
person is, the more prone he is to 
worry. The prime difference between 
man and beast is man’s more highly 
developed brain — even then we won- 
der a hit sometimes. 

Dr. Seabury stated that there are 
of course many forms of worry, just 
as there are many causes of worry. 
Prayer is a form hut n highly desir 
able one. He noted that the person 
who has a strong faith in some higher 
power than himself generally worries 
less than the person who has no such 
companionship or faith. 

In closing his lecture, Dr. Seabury 
gave a list of "don’ts" regarding wor- 
rying. Among them appear: 1) Don't 
worry in bed — if you have to worry 
get up, because if you don’t you’ll 
• soon form the habit of “going into a 
worry” the Instant your head touches 
the pillow. 2) Never worry at the 
time of a disaster because your brain 
is out of order and you won’t gain a 
thing by it. 3) Never worry until 
you know all the facts. 1) Never do 
another person’s worrying for him, 
you will deprive him of his growing 
up. 5) Weeping while worrying leads 
to failure. 0) Don't worry over the 
advice others give you and. 7) don't 
ever let another person impose his 
own worries upon you for more than 
half an hour at a time.

$10,000 Fire At 
Brae Burn Club 


A fire at the Brae Burn Club, West 
Newton, shortly after midnight Mon- 
day morning caused damage estimated 
at about $10,000. The fire, supposedly 
caused by an overheated electric iron, 
started in one of the employees’ rooms 
on the third floor of the large wooden 
structure, and worked up into the at- 
tic. Samuel Butler, night watchman 
at the club, heard the sprinkler alarm 
at 12:43 a. m. and telephoned fire de- 
partment headquarters. He then noti- 
fied Prentiss Jones, manager of the 
club, and they hastened through the 
building awakening a dozen guests, 
and about the same number of em- 
ployees who were sleeping there. 

The sprinkler system had func- 
tioned and was responsible for con- 
fining the spread of the flames to the 
east wing where it started. The dam- 
age was mostly caused from water as 
several lines of hose had to be used 
by the five engine companies which 
responded. The occupants of the 
club house did not have to flee the 
building, but took refuge in the main 
structure after they had to leave the 
wing where the fire occurred.

By an overwhelming margin of 8,311 
to 1,705 the voters of Newton accepted 
the referendum providing for biennial 
elections in the city at the election 
on Tuesday. A further vote of 5,533 
to 4,044 showed the majority of the 
voters marking their ballots on 
the second question preferring a two 
year term to one of four yearB for 
members of the school committee. The 
elimination of the so-called off-year 
election made it necessary to alter 
the present term of three year mem- 
bership on the school board. 

Adoption of the biennial referenda 
eliminates the election which would 
otherwise have been held in 1938 and 
in future even numbered years. The 
terms of present members of the al- 
dermen and school committee whose 
terms did not expire until a year from 
now are automatically extended until 
January 1, 1940. Seven aldermen-at- 
large, now on the Board, and two mem- 
bers of the school committee will serve 
a year longer than the terms for 
which they were originally elected, j 
The seven aldermen are Barwise, 
Ward 1; Schipper, Ward 2; Hutchin- 
son. Ward 3; President Floyd, Ward 
4; McKay, Ward 5; Inches. Ward 6; 
and Colby. Ward 7. The two members 
of the school committee elected for 
three years in 1935 who will serve for 
four years are Smith. Ward 1 and 
Knowlton, Ward 4. Ward aldermen 
elected from each Ward at Tuesday’s 
election will take office in January 
and will serve two years instead of 
one as in the past. 

Another change in the election meth- 
ods in Newton will be the change of 
dute of the election. In the future, 
instead of election day coming on the 
second Tuesday in December it will 
be held on the Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, the same Tues- 
day that the State election is held in 
the even numbered years. Thus elec- 
tion day in Newton will be uniform 
each year, alternating the state and 
city voting. On the ballot in Novem 
her 1939 will be candidates for mayor 
for fourteen seats as aldermen-at-large. 
for seven places as ward aldermen and 
for seven seats as members of the 
school committee.

Preferential Method Decides Ward 4 Choice — Biennial Elec- 
tions Adopted — Two Year Terms For Members 
Of The School Committee 


Mayor Edwin O. Childs was re- 
elected on Tuesday by a plurality of 
6300 votes over Alderman Clarence C. 
Colby with 46 per cent of the voters 
going to the polls. Of 34.893 voters 
16.245 cast ballots. While it was ex- 
pected that Childs would win by a 
large plurality, it was thought that 
Colby might make a somewhat better 
showing. Frederick Lochiatto. the 
third candidate, received 197 votes. 
Childs carried every precinct in the 
city except Precinct 4 of Ward 5.

The referendum for biennial elec- 
tions resulted in a sweeping victory 
for the change. 8311 voting "Yes” and 
1705 “No." More voters favored 2 
year terms for School Committee mem- 
bers than favored four year terms. 
The vote was 5533 for the shorter 
term, and 4044 for the longer There 
will be no municipal election in New- 
ton in 193S and the present Aldermen- 
at-Large whose terms would have ex- 
pired on December 31st of next year, 
will continue to hold office until De- 
cember 31. 1939. So will the mem- 
bers of the School Committee whose 
terms would have expired on Decem- 
ber 31. 1938. 

In striking contrast to the elections 
in 1933 and 1935 comparatively few 
workers were in evidence around poll- 
ing places, and the same held true 
regarding automobiles. An exception 
was at the Davis School. West New- 
ton where considerable activity was 
observed because of the many can 
didates for Ward Alderman in Ward 
3. and precincts 1 and 3 the battle 
ground.

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PROVEN POPULARITY 

Once again the popularity of Mayor Childs as a candidate 
for mayor has been demonstrated by a better than two to one 
ratio of votes over Alderman Clarence Colby. Mr. Childs 
will enter upon his tenth term as chief executive next January 
and in all probability will continue to render that type of ad- 
ministration which has characterized his long service and 
which has been repeatedly endorsed by Newton voters. Waging 
practically a single-handed campaign Alderman Clarence C. 
Colby attracted the votes of thirty per cent of those who cast 
their ballots. These votes constitute a minority who believe 
there should be a change in the city’s administration. Alderman 
Colby has lost nothing by his defeat. Whether or not he beemes 
a candidate two years from now is purely a matter of conjec- 
ture. Meanwhile he will continue to serve as an alderman-at- 
large in his usual conscientious, co-operative and constructive 
way. 


A PROGRESSIVE STEP 

The adoption of a biennial election system in Newton is 
a progressive step forward. Almost without question the days 
of as small a percentage of voters as from ten to twenty 
five per cent going to the polls on election day are gone. In 
the future with twenty-nine offices to be contested for appear- 
ing on the ballot it is reasonably certain to believe that over 
forty percent, and where there may be close contests, as high 
as ninety percent will ballot. Although we favored the four 
year term for school committee members we believe that what- 
ever disadvantage there might be in a two year term for these 
positions is more than offset by the elimination of the off-year 
election. With no political campaigns locally for two full years 
the attention of office holders can be entirely directed to the 
problems at hand.

Newton Republican, Dec. 18, 1875 
One of the pleasantest of the many 
pleasant reunions of the soldiors of 
tho Civil War was held at tho residence 
of E. D. Winslow on Saturday by vet- 
erans of the 19th Mass. Regiment. 
Extra cars were attuched to the 12 
o’clock train from Roston, and accom- 
panied by the Germania Band, the 
regiment visited Auburndnle. They 
marched through the principal streets 
to tho beautiful residence of Mr. Win- 
slow on the Charles River. A boun- 
tiful dinner \vas # served in his libra- 
ry, after which toasts were given. Let- 
ters were read from President Grant, 
Generals Hancock, McLellnn, Hownrd 
nnd others. Felicitous addresses were 
given by Mr. Winslow, who was chap- 
lain of the regiment in the war, and 
by Hon. Dnvid Hitchcock of Newton. 
Reminiscences of army life filled up 
the rest of the afternoon. The day 
was the anniversary of the assault on 
Fredericksburg on December 11, 1862. 
when tho 19th Mass. Infantry and the 
7th Michigan volunteered to cross the 
river in the fnce of terrible enemy 
fire. 


The amount of freight in tons from 
the different stations of the Boston &

September 1, 1874 nnd 1875 was 44,517 
tons in the former year, and 43,197 in 
the latter. On the New York & New 
England railroad 4065 tons of freight 
were handled at Newton Centre in 
1874. and 4925 in 1875; at Upper Falls 
7779 tons in 1874, 7911 in 1875.

Miss Luther of Newton pleasantly 
entertained a number of friends from 
different parts of ‘lie city on Mon- 
dny evening.

With the increase in travel on rail- 
roads in Newton it becomes more 
and more desirable that the rule in* 
adopted and enforced requiring people 
leaving tho cars to do so by the for- 
ward platform, and those entering to 
use the rear platform.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Edwin O. Childs has again received 
the endorsement of the voters of New- 
ton by another big plurality. Fow 
persons had any doubt of the outcome 
since Mr. Childs announced his candi- 
dacy. Tho question wns — had the 
Mayor lost any of his popularity? On 
the basis of the vote cast the answer is 
“No." Those who do not favor Mr. 
Childs continuing indefinitely as May- 
or of Newton might argue that since 
only 46 per cent of the total number 
of registered voters went to the polls 
Inst Tuesday, as compared with 80 per 
cent in 1935, many of those who failed 
to vote were not sufficiently interest- 
ed in a Childs’ victory to participate 
in the election. On the other hand it 
can be argued that a large percentage 
of the non-voters were so sure that 
Mr. Childs was assured of victory, that 
it was not necessary for them to cast 
ballots in order to re-elect him. 

Those of us who are in touch with 
Newton politics were positive thnt Mr. 
Colby had a very slight chance of 
making a strong showing against tho 
Mayor. In 1935 with former Mayor 
Weeks and the strong organization 
behind him supporting General Daniel 
Needham, and with an intensive cam- 
paign having been waged in the lat- 
ter’s behalf for many months, Childs 
received about 56 per cent of the 
26,435 votes cast, and Needham about 
40 per cent. Mr. Colby, less known 
than General Needham, not announcing 
his candidacy until October, nnd virtu- 
ally fighting his own battle, certainly 
could not he expected to be as strong 
a competitor against the Mayor ns 
was Mr. Needham. We had predicted 
that Mr. Childs would receive about 
twice ns many votes as Mr. Colby, or 
on a ratio of 67 per cent to 88 i»**r 
cent. Tho Mayor received nbout 70 
per cent of the 16.245 votes cast and 
Mr. Colby about 30 per cent. Under 
tlie conditions Mr. Colby made a cred- 
itable showing. At least he deserves 
credit for having sufficient courage to 
run. 

The Ward 7 Alderman had the may- 
oralty bee buzzing in his bonnet for 
tlie past year or more. But after he 
had announced his candidacy in Oc- 
tober and realized that support he 
thought he might receive was not 
forthcoming, he was almost deter- 
mined to withdraw as an opponent of 
Mr. Childs. Rut he showed good 
sportsmanship and remained in the 
fight. As the election day approached, 
Mr. Colby indicated that he really be- 
lieved he had a chance to win. He 
conducted a decent, courteous cam- 
paign and has lost no prestige by hav- 
ing been defeated. Mr. Childs con- 
ducted his usual gentlemanly cam- 
paign. No bitterness was evidenced 
by either candidate. * 

Mr. Colby’s candidacy did not re- 
ceive the approval of many of the 
leaders among the anti-Childs element 
in tho city, men who had been quite 
active in supporting Sinclair Weeks 
nnd Daniel Needham. In fact, these 
men did not want to see Mayor Childs 
have any opponent at Tuesday’s elec- 
tion. They realized that it would ho 
almost impossible to defeat Mr. Childs 
tills year, nnd they believed that in 
1937 a strong candidate would have a 
much better chance to score a victory. 
And there is another factor. It is not 
a dark secret that there are several 
men in Newton who have the com- 
mendable aspiration of being elected 


Mayor of this city. These did not 
enthuso over Colby’s candidacy. Had 
tho Ward 7 Aldorinan won, it might 
have spoiled their plans. 

We expected Mr. Childs to win an 
easy victory this year, and told him 
so before election. We believe he will 
win another victory two years hence, 
should he decide to again run. Ho 
has become nn institution in Newton 
nnd tho only man who could defeat 
him would bo some candidate who 
would receive the support of all classes 
ns has the Mayor. Such a man would 
hnvo to get the support, not only of 
a large percentage of tho prosperous 
people (shall we sny tho Republicans) 
who reside on the hills between the 
main line of the Boston & Albany 
railroad and tho Circuit branch, but 
also of the loss prosperous citizens 
who reside outside the B. & A. tracks 
at Newton Corner, Nonantum, Newton- 
ville, West Newton and Tipper Falls. 
Sucli a candidate would have to come 
from “outside tho tracks.” Ho would 
have to bo somo man who has close 
contacts with tho ordinary people. 
And in the past those active political 
ly in Newton who have been opposed 
to Mr. Childs, have not shown indica- 
tions of favoring such a candidate. 

We have been friendly personally 
with Mayor Childs for over two score 
years. At a rally in Nonantum last 
Saturday night the Mayor stated that 
he and the writer aro still friendly, 
that wo had met that afternoon near 
the Newton postofflee and had figure 
tively embraced. Personally, we are 
still friendly and will continue to be 
nn. We did moot last Saturday and 
shook hands, but there was no ac- 
colade. We wish him a successful term 
during the coming two years. 


Alderman Donald McKay is senti 
mental, as any real man should be. 
When tlie covered wagon, accompan- 
ied by the thirty or so young colloge 
graduates who are impersonating the 
pioneers who treked from Essex Coun 
ty, Massachusetts to Marietta, Ohio, 
150 years ngo, travelled through Wal- 
tham about a week ago, Mr. McKay 
and his daughter marched with them 
for a few miles. The Ward 5 Alder- 
man is a native of Marietta, nnd a 
direct descendant of Benjamin Tapper 
who served as surveyor and trail-bla- 
zer for tho hardy pioneers through 
tlie wilderness of Western New York, 
Pennsylvania nnd Ohio. 


Tho Japanese continue to show con- 
tempt for the white races who hereto- 
fore have dominated the world and 
their deliberate attneks on British 
and American naval vessels are for 
the purpose of driving the white races 
out of Chinn.

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City To Improve 
Lagrange Street 

The BoanI of Aldermen on Monday 
night authorized the expenditure from 
funds already appropriated of $12,000 
to resurface and widen LaGrange at. 
A corner of Newton Juts in between 
Brookline and West Roxbury territory, 
and LaGrange at. runs across this 
corner for about a half mile within 
Newton territory. Some years ago 
Brookline widened and improved that 
part of LaGrange st. within its bounds, 
and two years ago Boston made ex- 
tensive Improvements on Its part of 
tho street The Newton section has 
been in sorry contrast. Much traffic 
goeB over LaGrange st./ including 
many funerals from this city, Brigh- 
ton and Brookline to St. Joseph’s and 
Mount Benedict Cemeteries. 

The street will be widened from 
16 to 50 feet for a distance of 2200 
feet and the cost will be $40,000. The 
section to be done now will cost $24,- 
000. Of this amount the State will 
contribute $800(1 and the county $4000; 
these sums remaining from contribu- 
tions made toward the resurfacing of 
Beacon st. 


School Budget for 
1938, $1,567,000 

The Newton School Committee at its 
meeting on Monday night announced 
the budget for 1938 would total $1,567,- 
483.89. an increase of $29,477.90 over 
the 1937 budget. The increase is most- 
ly caused by the automatic raises in 
teacher's salaries. This would have 
caused a larger addition to the budget 
but for the fact that there has been 
a slight decrease in the number of 
pupils In the elementary grades. 

The School Committee vote<J to have 
the new school at Oak Hill official- 
ly named “Oak Hill School.” This is 
the first public school in Newton to be 
given the name of a locality rather 
than that of some former prominent 
citizen, or school teacher. A group of 
Newton public school teachers had 
suggested that the school be named 
after the late Ulysses G. Wheeler, who 
had served as superintendent of 
schools in this city.

Aldermen Praise 
Water Department 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night, Chairman 
Hutchinson of the Public Works Com- 
mittee praised Water Commissioner 
Murray and his assistants for complet- 
ing the laying of tho 12 inch water 
main from Jackson rd. and Washing- 
ton st., Newton to Auburndale sq. at 
a savings of $18,676.55 from the esti- 
mated cost of $182,847. The section 
from River and Elm sts., West New- 
ton to Auburndale was laid at a cost 
of $32,671, although the estimate had 
been $43,600. Mr. Hutchinson said 
the work was done 100% by employees 
of the Water Department. Equipment 
used was 40 per cent owned by the 
city and \50 per cent hired. 

In referring to the renewal of an- 
nual licenses to deal in second-hand 
automobiles Chairman Colby of the 
Licenses Committee reported that six 
petitions be granted on condition that 
cars be kept inside buildings because 
permits for outside sales had not 
been applied for. The firms included 
in the list are Dunham Chevrolet, 431 
Washington st.; Frost Motors, 3&9 
Washington st.; W. Furbush, 50 Davis 
ave. ; Heffron Motor Company, 966 
Watertown st.; Joseph Jurad, 11 Court 
st.; Newton Buick Company, 371 Wash- 
ington st. 

Petitions of Earle Johnson to install 
an additional pump and tank at 1153 
Walnut st., to erect a 3 car service 
station at 14 Eliot st., and a 1 car 
garage at that locus, were granted. A 
petition from Johnson for an addition- 
al pump and tank at 14 Eliot st. was 
refused. 

Appropriations made by the Aider- 
men included — contribution to Federal 
Music Project, $378; Health Depart- 
ment, care of communicable diseases, 
$5000; Welfare Dept., $16,000; Sol- 
diers Aid, $1000; Old Age Assistance, 
$2500; collection of ashes, $5000; dam 
age caused by water main breaking 
in Blake st., $1700; Water Depart- 
ment, extension of mains, $5620; main- 
tenance of water department automo- 
biles, $850; construction of sewers — 
Webster st., $2000; Fairway Drive, 
$1500; drain in Waban Hill rd., $900.

Continue Work 
For Library in 

Newtonville 


An interesting reminder of early Co- 
onial times in Newtonville has re- 
cently been offered to the City of 
Newton, through the Newtonville Li- 
brary Association, by Mr. Enoch Smith 
of Bradford, Vermont, formerly a res- 
ident of Newtonville. This is a sec- 
tion of mortised hardwood plank, 
taken, as far as can be ascertained, 
from the old Joseph Fuller house 
which was built in 1680 by the Bon of 
’John Fuller, a pioneer settler of New- 
ton. This old house, standing original- 
ly on the hill south of and overlook- 
ing what is now Claflin Field, was 
enlarged by Judge Abraham Fuller 
in 1766; and in 1814 was greatly add- 
ed to by General William Hull (hus- 
band of Sarah Hull for whom the local 
D. A. R. chapter is named), being then 
known as the Hull Mansion. After be- 
ing moved to the corner of Austin 
and Walnut sts. in 1846 and used as 
the residence of Mr. Roberts until 
1886, it then became th^ first home 
of the Newton Club. It was torn 
down in 1892, the section of plank in 
question being saved from the older 
part of the structure. 

Mr. Smith presented this historic 
piece to be placed in the new fireproof 
Newtonville Branch Library when 
same is ready for occupancy. It has 
been suggested that this may be the 
modest beginning there of a perma- 
nent collection of historical objects re- 
lating to the early history of New- 
tonville, to which temporary exhibits 
may be added from time to time. 

The work of the Library Campaign 
Committee has progressed steadily 
this year; among recent contributions 
have been those from the Newtonville 
Woman’s Club, the Central Congrega- 
tional Church Women’s Association, 
the Newtonville Methodist Church 
Women’s Association, the American 
Legion, the Every Saturday Club and 
the Newton High School Faculty, and 
from many individuals. 

The Committee has heard with much 
regret of the recent death of Miss 
Carrie E. Silloway of Newtonville, who 
has been one of its most generous 
and enthusiastic supporters. 

It is planned to place in the com- 
pleted Library, as a permanent rec- 
ord, a 1 i 8 1 , without amounts, of the 
names of those persons, who by their 
subscriptions made this library pos- 
sible. 


Improved Postal 
Service In Newton 


Scores of temporary postal em- 
ployees have been assisting the clerks 
and letter carriers in the various post- 
offices in Newton to despatch and de- 
liver the enormous amount of Christ- 
mas mail. While it is inevitable that 
there is delay in the receipt of mail 
from outside postoffices, it is being 
delivered with promptness as soon 
as it is received. On Tuesday Post- 
master Peter Tague visited every post- 
office in Newton. Mr. Tague has vis- 
ited all of the numerous postoffices in 
the big Boston postal district the 
past few days, keeping in close touch 
with the efforts to handle the Christ- 
mas mail avalanche. 

Supt. Joseph O’Gorman of the New- 
ton postoffice has received many 
commendations from patrons of that 
office because of the innovation he 
instituted of placing a temporary clerk 
in the lobby to sell stamps, and also 
opening an additionl window to as- 
sist in speedy handling of parcel-post 
packages for despatch. This action 
resulted in rapid service and elim- 
inated the lines of persons which have 
been in evidence in the postoffice in 
past Christmas seasons.

Broken Water Main 
Causes Big Flood 

Last Friday morning at 11:15 the 
big 48 inch water main of the Metro- 
politan Water supply on Blake at., 
Newton, was cracked when the bucket 
of a power shovel owned by the City 
of Newton dropped on it. A geyser of 
water 50 feet high shot into the air 
for a few minutes until the break in 
the big iron main widened. Then, for 
two hours a huge volume of water 
gushed from the main, washing out 
Blake st. and Parkview ave., and form- 
ing a lake over Cabot Park near the 
Security Mills. The cellar at the home 
of David Fecteau. 218 Cabot st., was 
completely flooded, and several inch- 
es of water covered the floor in the 
collar of the Security Mill. It is es- 
timated that about 10,000,000 gallons 
of water surged from the broken main 
before gates were shut by Metropoli- 
tan District employees at Waverley 
ave., Newton, and at the corner of 
Washington st. and Commonwealth 
ave.. West Newton. A nearer gate on 
Bullough park, Newtonville, could not 
be closed tight. 

About 100 employees of the Newton 
Street Department were sent to the 
scene, with a number of trucks, and 
large quantities of sand were used in 
an effort to dam the big stream of 
water and divert It from nearby build- 
ings. Engine 1 pumped water from 
off Cabot pk. into a nearby manhole 
over covered Laundry Brook and thus 
cleared the big pool threatening to 
seep into the cellar of Security Mill. 
Engine 4 pumped out the cellar of Fee- 
teau’s residence. Fecteau’s home is 
built adjoining the former course of 
Edmands Brook, and its cellar was 
flooded a few years ago when the dam 
at Edmands Park broke. The Street 
Department has been repairing the 
damage to Blake st. and Parkview ave. 

The Street Department has been 
placing a 15 inch drain in Blake st. 
to replace a 10 inch drain formerly 
there. The development of the for- 
mer Cabot woods into residential areas 
at Morse, Upland and Klrkstall rds., 
has so increased surface flowage that 
the 10 inch drain was too small, and 
cellars along Blake st. have been flood- 
ed. In past years Edmands Brook 
took care of surface water, but this 
brook was covered over some years 
past. The accident occurred when 
the nut on the clevis pin on the boom 
of the big power-shovel broke, caus- 
ing the bucket to drop onto the big 
water main. The main was broken 
where it turns from Blake st. into 
Colby at., and lit this point the digging 
had been by hand. The shovel was be- 
ing eased along Blake st. when the 
boom fell. The 48 inch water main 
runs from Commonwealth ave. under 
Bullough pk.. Mill, Blake. Colby. Cen- 
tre. Sargent and Kenrick sts to the 
Boston line. 

Refuse Zone Change 
On Comm. Avenue 

The petition of Christian Riedi of 
Brighton to have a lot of land between 
535 and 543 Commonwealth ave., New- 
ton Centre, changed from private resi- 
dence to business zone was refused by 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night. Alderman Rawson of the Claims 
and Rules Committee stated that the 
Planning Board had recommended that 
the petition be not granted, that it 
,would be spot zoning, inasmuch as 
only one lot of land is involved, and 
that owners of abutting properties and 
residents of the neighborhood had ob- 
jected. Alderman Colby asked if the 
locus is contiguous to business prop- 
erty. Rawson replied that it is near 
business property, but the property 
being used for business is used under 
the non-conforming clause of the zon- 
ing ordinance, and was so used before 
the ordinance was established in 1922. 
Rawson stated that outside of a small 
area near Lake st., business along 
Commonwealth ave. is under non-con- 
forming use, and it has been the prac- 
tice of various Boards of Aldermen to 
keep the avenue free from business. 

A public hearing on the petition 
was held on Dec. 15th at City Hall. 
Among those who protested were Jacob 
Brisson of Nottingham st., John Crow- 
ley of 534 Commonwealth ave., Mrs. 
Wilma Karis of 535 Commonwealth 
ave., and Richard Stimpson of 470 
Commonwealth ave. The latter stated

Aldermen Vote For 
Parking Space at 
Newton Comer 


The Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night voted to appropriate $2500 for 
(the grading and surfacing of 28,000 
square feet of land at Newton Cor- 
ner which has been offered by the 
R. C. Taylor Trust as a parking space 
for automobiles at that business sec- 
tion. The land Is located adjacent 
to Pearl court and is between Wash- 
ington and Pearl sts. at the rear of 
the Stevens and Taylor buildings. A 
couple of months ago tenants of six 
old dwellings in the area had to va- 
cate and the buildings will be razed 
in the Immediate future. 

For many months Phillips Byfleld, 
agent of the Taylor estate In New- 
ton has been endeavoring to effect a 
contract between the Taylor Trust 
and the City of Newton so that the 
parking space would become a reality. 
The city leases the land from the 
Taylor Trust at a yearly rental of 
$189. which offsets what the Tavlor 
Trust pays for taxes on the land. The 
parking space, therefore, costs the city 
nothing other than the loss of the 
taxes. For the past 25 years there 
has been need of parking facilities at 
Newton Corner, and the recedence of 
this district as Newton’s leading shop- 
ping centre can be attributed in large 
degree to this condition. Despite the 
fact that Newton Corner has unusual 
advantages for business because it is 
a transportation centre, there are 
now fourteen vacant stores there. 

The obstacle to the acceptance of 
the offer from the Taylor estate was 
the cost of grading and surfacing the 
proposed parking area, and the cost of 
policing it. At the meeting of the 
Aldermen on Monday night Chairman 
Hutchinson of the Public Works Com- 
mittee explained that the Paramount 
Theatre management will pay the 
wages of an attendant who will police 
the parking space from 1 to 11 p. m. 
Mr. Hutchinson also said that the city 
will receive a 5 year lease on the 
property, with the option of a 5 year 
renewal, and the city can cancel the 
lease at anytime on 30 days’ notice, 
but the lessor has not this right. A 
plan drawn by City Engineer Harvey 
showed that there will be space for 
91 cars in the parking area. 

In discussing the appropriation of 
the $2500 for grading the parking 
space, Alderman Colby said it will 
tend to stop decline of real estate 
values at Newton Corner, and Aider- 
man Cronin who favored the project, 
predicted that in future years the 
city will have to provide municipal 
parking spaces. Alderman Temperley 
said he would vote for the appropria- 
tion. but was not keen about doing 
so, as similar calls would come from 
merchants in other parts of the city. 
He predicted that some day the city 
might have to buy the Newton Corner 
parking space at a high figure

Jury Finds Larkin 
Guilty in Dog Case 


Henry J. Larkin of 926 Dedham st.. 
Oak Hill, was found guilty by a jury 
in the Middlesex Superior Court at 
Cambridge last Thursday on the charge 
of failing to restrain two large SL 
Bernard dogs after he had been noti- 
fied to do so by Chief of Police 
Hughes. Larkin had been found 
guilty in the Newton court and took 
an appeal when he was fined $10. 
Judge Swift in the Superior Court gave 
Larkin a 30 days' jail sentence and 
then suspended it, placing Larkin on 
probation for three months. 

Among those who testified against 
Larkin were Dr. Sumner Roberts, 
whose small son hail been severely bit-! 
ten by one of the big dogs : Mrs. Hen- 
ry S. Cummings of Oak Hill, who was 
also bitten by one of the dogs; and' 
Patrolmen Hoyt and Taffe of the New- 
ton police. The officers had notified 
Larkin several times to restrain the 
dogs and Larkin had ignored their 
orders. Larkin endeavored to escape 
the finding of guilty by stating that 
he did not own the dogs. He said 
one is owned by his cousin and the 
other he had sold to his father on 
September 20. 


Aldermen Cold on 
Gift of Cold Spring 
Swamp Area 

The Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night voted to refer to the 1938 Board 
the recommendation of Mayor Childs 
that the city accept a gift of about 24 
acres of swamp in the Cold Spring 
Swamp area between Newton High- 
lands and Waban. The swamp com- 
prises most of a large area registered 
in the name of Miss Alice L. Frost of 
181 Waltham st.. West Newton. It is 
very boggy, the muddy soil having an 
average depth of about 30 feet, with an 
extreme depth of 54 feet of bog. Some 
of the big area registered in the name 
of Miss Frost is solid land, and this 
would be retained by the owner. As 
conditions of the acceptance of the 
swamp, the city would have to waive 
$795.24 in back taxes, and pay $1203.42 
for land damages. Many of the Aider- 
men did not approve of the acceptance 
of the proposed gift, because the area 
is so low, wet and boggy, that it would 
be very difficult to develop it for park 
purposes. Several years ago the city 
acquired about 30 acres of land at Cold 
Spring Swamp, adjoining the area now 
offered. Huge sums of money have 
been received from the Federal gov- 
ernment under ERA and WPA grants 
for the development of the land into a 
playground, and the City of Newton 
has also expended large sums on this 
project. 

The area offered by Miss Frost might 
be used for dumping purposes in years 
to come, and eventually filled so that 
it could be converted into a wooded 
park. It would be quite difficult to 
drain it. 


Fall Fatal To 

Elderly Woman 

Mrs. Bridget (O’Halloran) King, 79. 
of 219 Commonwealth ave.. Chestnut 
Hill, died at the Newton Hospital on 
Dec. 18. as a result of head injuriea 
received on Dec. 8. when she stumbled 
while walking opposite 66 Common- 
wealth ave. and fell against a tree. 
Mrs. King, the widow of Joseph A. 
King, was for many years a resident 
of West Newton. She was a native of 
County Limerick. Ireland, and had 
lived in this city for over 50 year*. Her 
funeral service was held on Tuesday 
morning at St. Bernard’s Church and 
burial was in Calvary Cemetery.

Rotary Club 

Mr. Frank A. Lombard, director of 
Oriental travel of the Bureau of Uni- 
versity Travel of Newton was the 
guest speaker at the Newton Rotary 
Club on Monday at the Brae Burn 
Club. Mr. Lombard gave a keen an- 
alysis of the Sino-Japanese situation. 
He spoke out of a wide experience and 
knowledge acquired over a period of 
twenty -five years as a teacher in Do- 
shisha University, Japan, lecturer at 
the Imperial Japanese University, and 
exchange lecturer at Yencliing Univer- 
sity, Peking, China. 

Mr. Lombard stated that from the 
viewpoint of Japan the invasion of 
China was a movement to prevent 
Russia and all that it stands for from j 
dominating Asia and to prevent official 
communization of the so-called Re- 
public of China. He warned of the 
effect of propaganda and of biased or 
exaggerated press reports of the sit- 
uation and throughout his talk inten- 
tionally avoided all references to de- 
tailed incidents. He stressed the 
point that China is inconquerable and 
that for many years China had no real 
government. In reference to Japan he 
stated that the industrialization of any 
people throughout history has affected 
other countries. In the present indus- 
trialization of Japan the markets of 
China are a necessity but it seems a 
strange method to take to attempt to 
acquire these markets by invasion.

Christmas Seal Sale 



Too strong emphasis cannot he put 
upon the Importance of the nnti-tuber- 
eulnr work required to curb and lesson 
the disease, and the branch of the 
work supported by the Sale of Health 
Seals must be strengthened if Newton 
is to hold its place in fighting tubercu- 
losis. 

Many Newton homes have sent con- 
tributions through buying seals, but 
there are many more to be heard from 
If each one able to do so joins the 
health Crusade. 

As the practice of buying seals for 
private collections Is increasing, it 
may bo of interest to purchasers to 
know’ that there are four firms of lith- 
ographers In this country who print 
the Health Seals. A small initial may 
be found in the lower right hand cor- 
ner of the fifty-sixth seal of each sheet. 
Those distributed in Massachusetts 
usually hear the letter "E” for Eure- 
ka or "U" for United States, while the 
seals used in the southern states are 
generally marked “S" for Stockbridge, 
and those in the western states are 
initialed “D” for Edwards & Deutch. It 
is possible to obtain, upon request, a 
sheet with either of the four letters, 
he Massachusetts League, Little 
Building, Boston, having made ex- 
changes with other leagues, so that 
Massachusetts collectors may be sup- 
plied.

Newton Republican, Dec. 25, 1875 
Inauguration dny of the city gov- 
ernment is on January 3rd when the 
new government will hold its first 
meeting and listen to the inaugural 
of Mayor Speare. It is probable there 
w’ill be considerable change in tho ad- 
ministration. The city clerk goes out. 
Probably the assistant, Edwin O. 
Childs, will be promoted. Tho duties 
of auditor are sufficient for one man 
and it is likely B. F. Otis will be pro- 
moted. The city treasury will prob- 
ably be guarded as heretofore by E. 
J. Collins. 


Tho West Newton Lyceum held its 
first meeting at city hall on Monday 
evening. Rev. Mr. Lisle gave a lec- 
ture on the condition of this country, 
thoughts suggested after he had lis- 
tened to Hon. Carl Schurz. He be- 
lieved GOD was behind the good of all 
things and we could not judge of the 
things of our day, as we do of things 
after a hundred years have passed. 
Some things are being stated regard- 
ing the personal character of our Pres- 
ident, but if we could read the papers 
of a century ago concerning George 
Washington, Grant would appear equal- 
ly well. 

The discussion on the subject — "Re- 
solved that General Grant should be 
the Republican candidate for the next 
President" was opened by E. H. Pierce. 
Ho said that since the death of Vice 
President Henry Wilson, who he would 
have preferred for tho office, there is 
hut one man the Republican party can 
elect, and that is General Grant. Al- 
though not a believer in the third 
term, we have got to nominate him or 
see the Democratic party in power 
again. He knows there are some 
things about Grant which are objec- 
tionable, but ho is firm in principle. 

E. B. Haskell speaking for the nega- 
tive. did not w’ant to see the Demo- 
crats in power, but if the Republicans 
cannot find a purer man for candidate 
than Grant, it is better for the party 
to die, and another party spring forth 
from its ashes, purified and refined. 
Wo know Grant to bo a man of low 
principles, choosing his associates 
from low’er classes of society. Rev. 
Mr. Tiffany could not agree with the 
first speaker, that there w’ere hut 
two men in this country the Republi- 
cans could elect, and that one of these, 
Wilson, has died. He believed Bris- 
tow who was seeking out the crooked 
ways of crooked whisky to have done 
more than Grant in this matter. Grant 
lacks culture, he is a selfish and self- 
willed man. 

Rev. Mr. Lisle said President Grant 
had been maligned here. He may 
have his faults but they are not so 
glaring as pictured. Joseph Allen was 
astonished to hear Mr. Lisle say any- 
thing in favor of a military despot 
after the noble words of his lecture. 
Ho would not vote for Grant because 
he is a miltary man and not a states- 
man. Mr. Buss said ho is a believer 
now and forever in Grant, although not 
an officeholder or seeker, a carpet- 
bagger or bummer, yet a believer in 
him for his military and civic career. 
Dr. Whitney said that if Allen’s Eng- 
lish Classical School of West Newton 
hnd been in existence in Washington’s 
time the latter would not have been 
elected, for the army of Allens, who 
are numerous but of one mind, would 
have voted against him. Grant led 
our armies to victory and ruled over 
our nation gloriously.

| Powers’ Paragraphs 
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The leading Industry of tho neigh- 
boring city of Waltham is the manu- 
facture of watches. Employees of tho 
Waltham Watcli Company have been 
working only four days a week. Em- 
ployees at other loading American 
watch factories such as Hamilton and 
Elgin have been working on part 
time. The cause is — tho great increase 
in tho importation of watches from 
Switzerland. During tho first 10 
months of 1936 a total of 1,585,004 Swiss 
watch movements wore imported into 
this country. In 1936 the U. S. A. 
reciprocal trade treaty with Switzer- 
and went into affect and to Nov. 1st, in 
1937, 2.425,892 watch movements were 
imported into this country from tho re- 
public in the Alps. These Swiss watch 
movements are assembled in this coun- 
try and under intensive advertising 
have been sold at somewhat less prices 
than American made watches. But tho 
cost of repairs on them more than 
equalizes the difference in price. 

The leading industries of New Eng- 
land have been textiles and shoes. 
The textile industry has been seri- 
ously affected by importations from 
Japan and other foreign countries. Tho 
New England shoe industry is threat- 
ened with ruin by importations of 
shoes from Czechoslovakia. Our 
Secretary of State, Cordell Hull, of 
uon-liulustrial Tennessee, has been ad- 
vocating so-called reciprocal trade 
agreements with foreign countries. 
Agreements which will soon add mil- 
lions to tho already huge numbers of 
unemployed in the industrial state of 
New England and the East. For your 
own economic protection don’t buy 
foreign made goods. 


As one travels at night about the 
Newtons and observes the hundreds of 
homes attractively illuminated for the 
Christmas season, one cannot hut con- 
trast the happiness and good cheer 
these displays manifest with the hor- 
rors and frightfulness existent in Spain 
and China. Although many millions of 
persons in this country are in adverse 
ircumstances, they are infinitely better 
off than the victims of the war which 
for tho past year and a half has been 
devastating Spain, and they cannot 
even visualize tho sufferings and pri- 
vations which are the lot of the teem- 
ing millions in China. And the great 
majority of people in this country 
have more of the necessaries of life 
than have the people of Germany, Rus- 
sia. and TSther European countries. The 
evergreens on lawns about Newton 
residences with their red, green, blue 
and yellow bulbs are admired not only 
by residents of this city, but by hun- 
dreds of persons who motor here from 
other communities to observe the liv- 
ing Christmas trees. 


As ono who lias observed changing 
conditions at Newton Corner for about 
a half century, and who has taken an 
active interest in efforts to have bet- 
ter parking facilities provided at this 
place, wo congratulate Mayor Childs, 
the Board of Aldermen, the R. C. Tay - 1 
lor Trust and Phillips Byfield for their 
co-operation in giving citizens of New-j 
ton long needed space for parking 
their automobiles, and the merchants 
of Newton Corner an asset which 
should improve business there. The 
fact that the city for some years se- 
riously considered spending large sums 
of money to obtain a parking area at 
Newton Corner, makes it a reason for 
congratulations that tho city has se- 
cured such an area for at least 10 


I years by the appropriation of only 
$2500 which will bo spent for grading 
and surfacing tho 28,000 sq. foot of 
land which is being donated for that 
period by the Taylor estnte. The city 
will loso $189 yearly in taxes from this 
land, but it is probable that this will 
bo more than saved by the prevention 
of further depreciation of real estate 
values at Newton Corner. 


1 For many years New England has 
been adversely affected by. the removal 
! of many of its textile mills to the 
South, und the establishment of now 
mills in the Southern States becauso 
of lower wages and longer hours of 
, work which are the lot of textile work- 
ers the other side of the Mason & 

1 Dixon line. To offset this handicap 
to New England, and other Northern 
States, there has been agitntlon for 
over a score of years for a Federal law 
; which would establish minimum 
wages and maximum working hours, 
! and thus end the exploitation of work- 
j era in the South with its resultant 
I adverse effects on New England, Now 
York and Pennsylvania. Tho Wage- 
Hour bill sponsored by President 
I Roosevelt was defeated several days 
ago by a coalition of Southern Demo- 
crats and Republicans from the North 
and West. The Southerners who are 
Democrats, largely in name, were ex- 
pected to continuo their reactionary 
opposition to the movement which 
would assure better conditions for 
workers of the country as a whole. 
But the Northern Republican Congress- 
men, who proved traitors to their 
States because of political expediency, 
should he repudiated, if and when they 
are candidates for re-election. 


A couple of months ago there was 
a lot of hullabaloo over the discovery 
of wholesale illegal listing of voters 
, in Charlestown. There was to be a 
j rigid investigation of Boston police al- 
legedly responsible for the fake list- 
, ings having been made from vacant, 
i dilapidated dwellings and tho Police 
! Commissioner of Boston personally of- 
fered a large reward for the apprehen- 
sion of those guilty. A young man al- 
legedly one of the ringleaders in tho 
intended voting fraud was questioned 
I by law enforcement officials, and a 
woman relative of his was to be also 
questioned. The big scandal rapidly 
died out. One policeman was given a 
i very moderate penalty for his alleged 
negligence in connection with the 
fraudulent listings, and that was the 
only penalty we heard of any ono re- 
ceiving. Why was this serious matter 
not further prosecuted? Was it be- 
cause some "big shot” politicians 
would havo been involved had it been? 

A few weeks ago the newspapers 
were filled with accounts of the mur- 
der of a gambler in Revere. Photo- 
graphs of Boston and State law en- 
forcement officials, who had gone to 
Revere to purge that city, were printed 
frequently in Boston papers. The 
Mayor of Revere was to be ousted. 
There has been a rapid diminution the 
past two weeks of publicity regarding 
the Revere murder and scandal. The 
murder of "Beano" Breen lias almost 
wiped the activities of State, Suffolk 
County and Boston officials at Revere 
from the pages of newspapers. It will 
be interesting to see if tho promised 
prosecution of officials and racketeers 
at Revere takes place, or if there will 
be a repetition of tho Charlestown 
fade-out.

Report On Milk 
By Health Dept. 

The Newton Health Department last 
Friday issued a report relative to its 
inspections of the milk supply of this 
city for the past year. There are 59 
dealers supplying milk to residents of 
this city. The daily quantity delivered 
approximates 32.000 quarts of milk 
and 4000 quarts of cream. Of this 
urnount of milk 75 per cent comes from 
farms in Northern New England, in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Quebec; these farms selling to the 
big milk companies of Greater Boston. 
Fifteen per cent of the milk sold in 
Newton is produced within 25 miles 
of this city and is delivered mostly by 
the farmers who produce it. The 
remaining 10 per cent comes from 
northwestern Massachusetts. 

Many samples of milk have been 
tested by the Newton Health Depart- 
ment in its laboratory under a micro- 
scope. If a sample is not satisfactory, 
then a farm inspection is made. Once 
each month samples are taken from 
delivery wagons and trucks and 
tested; 2100 such tests were made dur- 
ing the first 10 months of this year; 
four times as many as last year. Start- 
ing January the Newton Health De- 
partment will publish at regular in- 
tervals bacteria counts of the milk 
delivered by various dealers.

An Historical Sketch of the Andover-Newton Theological School 

By REV. HENRY W. PINKHAM 


E plurihus u num — out of many, ono 
— stamped on the eolns in your pocket, 
Is applicable to the city of Newton 
as well as to the United States. In- 
deed, it is often called ‘‘The New- 
tons," constituted as it is of numerous 
community centres, nearly all having 
ench its railroad station and its post- 
office. Call the roll: Chestnut Hill, 
Newton Centre, Oak Hill. Newton 
Highlands, Waban, Eliot. Newton Up 
per Falls. Newton Lower Falls. Aub- 
urndale, West Newton, Newtonville, 
Nonantum, Newton Corner. A letter 
addressed simply Newton goes to the 
post-office at Newton Corner, and the 
rnllroad station there is named New- 
ton. Hence Newton Corner folks some- 
times arrogantly claim to live in “New- 
ton proper.” But Newton is no more 
“proper" there than in any other of 
the Newtons. We are many neighbor 
hoods, but one city, of which we are 
all proud. 

Whence came the name? Was it 
chosen to honor the great Newton on 
whom the apple-tree dropped its fruit? 
No, indeed! Sir Isaac had not been 
heard of three hundred years ago when 
the white men first came to thiH re- 
gion, and his law of gravitation was 
unknown. Newton Is short for New 
town, the name which the pioneers 
who moved westward from Boston 
along the Charles River gave to their 
new settlement. They called it New- 
town because it was a new town 
Soon they changed the name to Cam 
bridge, in honor of the English uni 
versity where several of their lead- 
ers had heen educated. What is now 
Newton was a part of Cambridge un- 
til 1688, and It kept the name which 
Cambridge had abandoned. 

A few days ago Boston newspapers 
stated that a recent investigation had 
given Newton first place among sub- 
urban cities of this country. Newton 
people, as they read that report, doubt- 
less said: “Are you telling us?” We 
have long known that Newton is tho 
finest city in America for residence. 
“The Garden City." it is fittingly 
called. It is tfie city of hills and 
dales, of playgrounds and ponds, of 
churches and schools and libraries. — 
best of all, of beautiful and happy 
homes. 

You are now on one of Newton’s 
high spots. Institution Hill, affording 
a wonderful view in every direction. 
Eastward the gilded dome of the State 
House and the lofty tower of the Cus- 
tom-house are easily discernible. In 
Chestnut Hill rise the Gothic towers 
of the Roman Catholic Boston Col 
lege. And here is the seat of the Prot- 
estant “Andover-Newton Theological 
School.” in which Congregationallsts 
and Baptists are happily co-operating, 
a harbinger of that reunion of the 
Protestant denominations which is 
greatly to he desired. 

How came it that Baptists and Con- 
gregational ists have joined in an en- 
terprise so vital as that of training 
ministers for their respective church- 
es? Thereby hangs a tale too long 
for recital here save in meagre out 
line. 

The Andover Theological Seminary 
dates hack to 1808. It was established 
to provide ministers for Congrega- 
tional churches that had escaped the 
Unitarian heresy with which Harvard 
was believed to be tainted. As a safe- 
guard of orthodoxy a rigid creed was 
formulated to which the Andover pro- 
fessors had to subscribe periodically. 
On Andover Hill, sufficiently far from 
Harvard’s contagion, the Seminary 
functioned admirably for nearly a cen 
tury, sending forth some 2000 minis- 
ters, and notably contributing, through 
its learned professors, to theological 
scholarship. But the Iron creed of 
the founders became a grievous stum- 
bling block. For years the Andover 
Seminary was a bone of contention 


between conservative and modernist 
Congregationallsts. The attendance 
dwindled and finally it was decided to 
move to Cambridge and affiliate with 
the Harvard Divinity School, letting 
bygones be bygones. 

For several years the two. Andover 
and Harvard, functioned ns one school. 
But this was in disregard of tho 
conditions laid down by the Andover 
founders, and sundry conservative 
Congregationalists appenled to tho 
courts. In 1925 the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts dissolved the union, 
and the Andover Seminary was left 
up in the air. so to speak. What was 
to become of the Andover endowment 
and of the priceless Andover tradition? 
Years of careful investigation and 
consideration followed, and finally, in 
1931, the Supremo Court released the 
Seminary from the doctrinal restric- 
tions of the old-time creed and granted 
permission to affiliate with the New- 
ton Theological Institution. 

Thus Andover Hill came to Institu- 
tion Hill. The merger with Harvard 
might be called a trial marriage. It 
was not happy. But Andover and 
Newton appear to be permanently 
wedded, and the prospect is bright 
that they will be happy ever after. 

President Herrick is a Baptist. Dean 
Dabney is a Congregationalist. On 
the Faculty and in the student body 
are both Baptists and Congregatlon- 
alists. and no ordinary powers of ob- 
servation can tell which is which. But 
on Commencement Day the Baptist 
graduates receive the diploma of the 
Newton Theological Institution from 
the hand of President Herrick, and 
Congregationalist graduates receive the 
diploma of the Andover Theological 
Seminary from the hand of Dean Dab- 
ney. 

This hill, from the foot to the top. 
comprising S5 acres, with, at the high- 
est point, a large dwelling known for 
years as the Mansion House, was 
bought, to be the seat of a Baptist 
School of the prophets, in 1825. for a 
little over $1000. Truly a bargain! 
What a place for such a purpose— like 
Zion of old. beautiful for situation! 

The earliest professors of the new 
school were Irah Chase and Henry J. 
Ripley. Both were Andover gradu- 
ates. for there had been no Baptist 
seminary for them to attend. The 
third professor was James D. Knowles. 
These three names are familiar in 
this locality, for halfway up Institu- 
tion Hill, Chase st. runs off Institu- 
tion ave., and. near by Ripley st. 
runs off Chase st., and. a little further. 
Knowles Rt. runs off Ripley st. 

Fnrwell Hall is the oldest building 
now on this hill, erected as a dormi- 
tory. the Mansion House having been 
remodeled for academic uses. The 
third building was Colby Hall, con- 
taining the library— where now the 
chapel is— and lecture rooms. The 
Hills Library stands where the Man- 
sion House was until 1876. Sturte- 
vant Hall is a second dormitory, with 
a large dining room on the first floor. 
'I'lie president’s house stands oppo- 
site. Further south are two new build- 
ings. dedicated last June, an assembly 
hall and an administration building.) 
On the western slope of the Hill is. 
Herrick House, a row of apartments | 
for members of the faculty and mar- 
ried students. The new buildings 
make it fitting to say of President 
Herrick: “If you would see his mon- 
ument, look around you." 

It was the horse and buggy age 
when in 1825 the Newton Theological 
Institution was founded. It was 1S3-I , 
when the earliest railway trains ran 1 
through the northern section of the 
town, and it was not till 1852 — only 
years ago— that trains ran on the 
track at the foot rtf this hill through 
(Continued on Page 2) 


Police Give Prize 
Money To Widow 

Twenty-nine members of the Newton 
police department, who qualified dur- 
ing the past year as sharpshooters or 
experts in revolver practice, contrib- 
uted $2 each last week from the bonus 
money they received for this proficien- 
cy to the widow of Patrolman Law- 
rence Murphy, who was fatally in- 
jured by the gangster Simpson. The 
city appropriated $1000 for prize mon- 
ey to be awarded in 1937; each police- 
man qualifying as an expert received 
.>50, and each qualifying as a marks- 
man $25. Murphy had qualified as an 
expert. He proved his marksman- 
ship. when, though fatally wounded, he 
t'iVed at Simpson and shot that mur- 
derer in the neck as Simpson was 
fleeing after having shot Murphy and 
Patrolman Bell. 


Suspicious Fire

A fire in the two family house at 
23 Bridges ave., Newtonville on Mon- 
day evening caused damage amount- 
ing to $500. Chief Randlett stated 
that the fire was of incendiary origin 
and reported it to the office of the 
State Fire Marshal. The firemen 
found a hole cut at the gas meter 
and paper stuffed behind the meter. 
The flames burned up through one 
of the first floor partitions. Box 2351 
was pulled at 6:41 and Engines 1. 4 
and 8, with Ladders 1 and 3 respond- 
ed. The house is owned by Gladys 
Magaw, and occupied by the families 
of Donald Magaw and Herbert Sheard. 
Another fire occurred in the same 
house on March 5, 1935 and caused 
damage amounting to about $5000.

Interest in the Red Cross First Aid 
course being conducted in Newtonville 
: by the Norumbega Council. Boy 
Scouts of America, is growing. The 
: group now numbers approximately 
forty of which about twenty-five per- 
' cent are from Wellesley. The attend- 
ance is holding up remarkably well de- 
spite the fact that every session means 
two and half hours of very hard 
work. 

During the sessions completed the 
group has studied the triangle band- 
age and its uses, gauze bandaging, ster- 
ilization of wounds, snake and spider 
bites and their treatment, bleeding — 
arterial, venous and capillary, and a 
series of discussions designed to thor- 
i oughly acquaint the layman with the 
scope of first aid. particularly its lim- 
itations in the field of treatment of 
Injuries. 

Artificial respiration was the sub- 
ject of a recent session with the entire 
class participating both as "victims” 
of the supposed drowning, electric 
, or gas accident, and as rescuers who 
apply first aid following the rescue. 
This treatment included use of the 
stretcher and application of blankets 
without injury to the victim and with- 
out loss of time or motion in the in- 
duced respiration. Half of the class 
stretched on the floor as victims and 
the other half handled the treatment 
under supervision of the Instructor. 
This was reversed during the evening 
to give all students actual practice 
in handling a victim. 

The course is being given with the 
co-operation of the Newton Chapter 
of the American Red Cross which has 1 
provided the standard Red Cross First i 
Aid textbooks and other materials for ' 
the course. Joseph B. Jamieson, pres- 
ident of the Newton Chapter of the ! 
Red Cross, has kept in close touch 1 
with course since its inception and 


has expressed himself ns hiehly 
pleased with results to date. The 
course will continue for another seven 
weeks and will close on January tenth. 
The last session will he devoted to 
final examinations and certificates 
will only be awarded to those who sat- 
isfactorily pass what Is considered to 
be a rather stiff examination in all 
phases of first aid treatment which 
have been covered at the weekly ses- 
sions. Irving D. Appleby of Boston, 
certified Red Cross First Aid Instruc- 
tor. is conducting the course and his 
thorough knowledge of first aid com- 
bined with his great enthusiasm for 
his subject has made the class into 
one of the outstanding training groups 
in the history of Norumbega Council.

conferences for pre-school children in 
Newton, Newton Upper F’alls and 
Newton Highlands. 

A short resume was given of the 
recommendations made by Dr, Jacobs 
•s a result of Ids recent survey of tho 
tuberculosis situation in Newton 

Mention was made of u meeting on

We 
presume his experience is similar to 
that of every member on the commit- 
tee. We believe this is tho hardest 
worked committee In the City Govern- 
ment and they get no pay for their 
services.

The School Board of 1887 held its 
lust meeting on Wednesday evening. 
Supt. of Schools lOmerson made his 
annual report. In May 1887 the pop 
illation of Newton was 19,759 of which 
2893 were children between the ages 
of 5 and 15. Of these 3220 were on 
rolled in public schools, 193 in pri- 
vate schools, 480 not attending school. 
Of these 480. 47 work In mills. 19 are 
unaccounted for, and the remainder, 
mostly under seven years old. have 
not entered school. There are 21 
school buildings in tho city and 91 
out of 99 rooms are occupied. The 
school houses and grounds arc- valued 
at $57S.100. The total force of teach 
ors is 103, and there are 1337 pupils. 
Average number of pupils enrolled is 
3655; average dally attendance *3357. 
The average cost of pupils during the 
past 10 years has been $32.50 per 
annum. The pay of teachers totalled 
$86,078.16: salary of superintendent 
$2800; janitors. $6438.34; conveyance 
of pupils, $676.

The light fall of snow on Tuesday 
and the resultant cold weather made 
the streets very treacherous for motor 
vehicles. Most operators of autoino- 
Ucs liuvo been using caution, but some 
seem to lack common sense and drive 
at high speed over the Icy surfaced 
highways, endangering not only their 
own lives, lmt also those of occupants 
of other automobiles, and in addition 
the lives of pedestrians. If persons 
on foot realized how liable motor ve- 
hicles are to skid on streets covered 
with ice or snow, they would not walk 
on the streets. But with sidewalks 
not cleared of snow, or too slippery to 
walk on with safety, pedestrians are 
nrncticnlly forced to use tho streets. 
If we hnve heavier falls of snow be- 
fore this winter is over, and the side- 
walks are covered with icy snow, or 
slush, remember that the Newton 
Board of Aldermen late in 1935 re- 
voked the 60-year-old ordinance com- 
pelling abuttors of sidewalks in resi- 
dential sections to have the sidewalks 
cleared of snow within 24 hours 
following the end of a storm.

i cheap worsted gloves, asli trays, and 
j celluloid articles. Silk is the most im- 
portant; 97% of all silk used in this 
j country comes from Japan, and two- 
j thirds of it is used for silk stockings. 
: If the women of this country want to 
stop the slaughter of helpless Chinese 
men, women and children, and perhaps 
j prevent the slaughter of American 
young men in a future war, let them 
j co-operate now by ceasing to purchase 
silk stockings. Instead, buy American 
made stockings of lisle. The girls 
of this country will not lose the ad- 
miration of the men if they cover their 
limbs with lisle instead of silk for the 
present.

Poster Contest 
Announced 


High school students, with talent for 
drawing, are given opportunity to ex- 
press It In originality by an invitation 
to enter a Poster Contest, sponsored by 
the Motion Picture division of the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs. A 
prize of $10* will be awarded to the 
student who designs the handsomest 
and most effective poster illustrating 
the theme, “The Best In Motion Pic- 
tures.’’ A second prize of $5 will be 
awarded, nnd a third prize of $3. 

Mrs. Elliott B. Williams of Milton is 
chairman of the State Federation di- 
vision of Motion Pictures. The time 
limit for submitting entries is April 1, 
1938. The prize winners will be an- 
nounced at the State Federation Con- 
vention in Swampscott In May. 

Educational, recreational, or Inspi- 
rational subjects may be chosen, or «a 
combination of all three. The posters 
must be 22 inches by 28 inches in size, 
and Will be judged on three counts: 
Originality of sentiment expressed or 
thought conveyed (50 per cent.), neat- 
ness (30 per cent.), and artistic ability 
(20 per cent ). The poster must be 
entirely original — no copies of other, 
material wli receive awards. 

The rules require that each local 
district shall have a committee of 
three, consisting of the local motion 
picture chairman or representative 
nnd two others whom she shall select. 
The State committee also suggests that 
two or three money prizes be awarded 
locally, the amounts to he left to the 
discretion of the local committee: 
three prizes to be awarded at an open 
assembly of the club or school. 

The special committee which will 
furnish further information consists 
of the State chairman. Mrs. Williams.

Mrs. Williams and members of her 
division are urging that every wo- 
man’s club have a motion picture con- 
tact member, to. keep informed con- 
cerning the worthwhile pictures shown 
in the community, and to assist in 
creating friendly and cooperative re- 
lationships between members of the 
club and the motion picture managers 
f the locality. It is likewise suggested 
that the public voice their opinions 
about the pictures seen; that they give 
enthusiastic commendation for those 
which they approve, and state their 
objections to those which they dis- 
like for any reason.

Youth should be tactfully guided i. 
selecting lilms. Several women’s 
clubs or community groups have Mo 
tion Picture Councils which study the 
pictures that are coming to their lo 
cal theaters, see previews wlitn.wi 
possible, and send out announcements 
to members of the community telling 
which are suitable for adults only, 
which are suitable for children, and 
which are suitable for the whole fam- 
ily.

Rock Crystal Is Hardest 

of tlie Common Minerals 

True rock crystal is a very pure 
transparent quartz, and quartz is a 
common mineral comDound consist- 
ing of silicon and oxygen. It is a 
constituent of many types of rock 
and is the hardest of the common 
minerals, observes a writer in the 
Detroit News. Thq most prevalent 
form is a milky white, but there are 
several other coloru caused by im- 
purities. which are considered semi- 
precious stones or ornamental ma- 
terial. The varieties used as gems 
include amethyst, which is violet; 
false topaz, pale yellow in tint: as 
well as rose and smoky quartz. Rock 
crystal is often cut in o vases, balls, 
statuettes and beads The Bristol 
or rhinestone diamond is rock crys- 
tal cut like a diamond. It is ob- 
tained mostly from Japan, Switzer- 
land. Brazil. New York and Arkan- 
sas. 

The glassware commonly called 
crystal or rock crystal is really 
glass, which consists of sand, 
crushed quartz or flint, lime, car- 
bonate of soda or carbonate of po- 
tassium. Choice tableware is made 
from “Hint glass,” which contains 
lead that gives it a characteristic 
brilliancy and weight. 

According to the New Internation- 
al Encyclopedia, a wine glass is 
made from a g owing bulb as large 
as a peach. A breath swells it into 
a hollow sphere the size of the bowl. 
The gatherer attaches a small knob 
of soft glass and draws it out into 
the stem and on the end of this 
presses a bell-shaped base previous- 
ly hardened, which is flattened out 
into a stable foundation. Shears 
cut free the top of the bowl, and 
the edges are rounded by a special 
blowpipe or electrically heated wire. 
Sometimes machinery is used to cut 
oil, round and polish the edges. The 
costlier kind of table glass has the 
stem drawn out of the original 
sphere and the base is blown sep- 
arately like a tiny disk of crown 
glass and is united by its heat to

Companies Incorporate 

to Limit Obligations 

If you saw the words “Naanlooze 
Vennootschap” — N. V. for short — 
after the name of a company, you 
probably would be stumped as to 
what it meant unless you belong to 
a Dutch family. In Holland, how- 
ever, notes a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune, it would be simple. Naan- 
looze Vennootschap— means “Inc.,” 
which is the abbreviation of “in- 
corporated.” 

The British and Canadian “Ltd.,” 
which stands for “Limited,” and 
means the same as “Inc.,” is more 
familiar. In France it is “S. A.” for 
“Societe Anonyme.” The Italian, 
Spanish, South American, und Mexi- 
can companies also hove “S. A.” 
for their tag. 

Germany’s designation for “Incor- 
porated” is “A G.” of "Aktien Ge- 
sellschaft.” Sweden’s “A. B.” is 
“Aktie Bolaget.” Japan has ”K. K.” 
which st, *iniis for “Kabushiki Kai- 
shn.” 

The British term “Limited” is 
mofe expressive than the American 
“Incorporated.” Companies are in- 
corporated to limit the legal liabil- 
ity of their owners to the amount 
they huve invested in stock In 
unincorporated partnerships the le- 
gal liability of tile partners is not 
thus limited. 


‘Who Wrote Shakespeare?” 

an Ancient Controversy 

The controversy over the author- 
ship of Shakespeare’s works had its 
origin many years ago and appears 
from time to time. According to 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, cites 
a writer in the Detroit News, the 
idea that the plays and poems 
ascribed to Shakespeare were really 
the work of Lord Bacon appears to 
have been first presented by Her- 
bert Lawrence in his work, “The 
Life and Adventures of Common 
Sense.” (1769). The thesis appeared 
again in 1848 in J. C. Hart’s “The 
Romance of Yachting,” and in the 
article, “Who Wrote Shakespeare?” 
orinted in Chambers’ Journal (Au- 
gust 5, 1852). The first definite 
claim for Bacon’s authorship was 
set forth in a letter by William 
Henry Smith, which was printed in 
extended form in 1857, under the 
title, "Bacon and Shakespeare.” 
The earls of Rutland, Derby and Ox- 
ford have also been declared the 
real authors, at various times, and 
Bacon’s claim has been extended to 
include the works of practically all 
the Elizabethan dramatists. In the 
United States, Judge Nathaniel 
Holmes wrote the book, “The Au- 
thorship of Shakespeare,” and the 
controversy was continued by I. 
Donnelly’s “The Great Crypto- 
gram,” which was based on the 
theorem that Bacon had embedded 
in the plays a cipher narrative de- 
claring his ‘authorship. 

The various writers based their 
claims more or less on the following 
points: 1. It was assumed that 

Shakespeare did not have the edu- 
cational or cultural background to 
write drama, while Bacon did. 2. 
Similar phraseology in the works of 
both Bacon and Shakespeare tended 
to show both to be the work of the 
same man, but investigation showed 
that such phraseology was common 
to all Elizabethan drama. None of 
the investigators have been able to 
prove that Bacon or any of the other 
suggested claimants ever wrote a 
line of blank verse. 


David Livingstone Long 

a Missionary, Explorer 

David Livingstone was a Scotch- 
man, born in Lanarkshire in 1817, 
and when a boy he worked in a cot- 
ton factory. In 1840 he landed in 
Port Natal, South Africa, as a medi- 
cal missionary of the London Mis- 
sionary society, and became an as- 
sociate of Rev. Robert Moffat, 
whose daughter he afterward mar- 
ried. 

For sixteen years he labored in 
the mission, work, and during that 
time discovered Lake Ngami in the 
northwestern Bechuanaland, and 
crossed the continent from the Zam- 
bezi river to Loanda, a journey 
which occupied eighteen months. 

While in England in 1857 Living- 
stone published “Missionary Travels 
and Researches in South Africa.” 
Returning to Africa he devoted him- 
self to exploration, and in 1865 re- 
solved to find the sources of the 
Nile. During the remainder of his 
life, observed a writer in the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, there were fre- 
quent periods when he was not 
heard from for months at a time, 
and it was during one of these pro- 
tracted absences that Henry M. 
Stanley began his travels to search 
for him and found him in great des- 
titution at Ujiji, on Lake Tangan- 
yika. 

Dr. Livingstone died in 1873 while 
exploring th<* river system of the 
Zambezi in the belief that these 
were the headwaters of the Nile, 
having penetrated to the south 
shores of Lake Bangweola Rhode- 
sia. In 1874 his body was interred 
in Westminster abbey. 


Pearls Cannot Be Given Life 

Pearls are things which never die. 
They are either born still-born and 
dead, or living. Still-born pearls 
with their dull, dead look can never 
be revivified, according to a pearl 
specialist. This doesn’t mean that 
all pearls th’at look dead are really 
so, though it takes a real expert to 
know when looking at them just 
after they have been extracted from 
the oyster. In most cases, the up- 
per layer, or layers, of an oyster 
are not at all pretty. Having been 
built by the oyster in successive 
layers of congealed fluid, each layer 
has its own characteristic. The ex- 
pert pearl jeweler’s job is to see 
what layers lie below those which 
are uppermost, and to decide what 
tint and what layer will give the 
greatest value to the pearl. And 
then to remove the less beautiful 
layers without damaging the lower, 
richer ones. 


Old Method to Test Gold 

Tlie ancient test-stone, needles 
and acid method of determining the 
karat quality of gold never has been 
improved upon as a convenient test. 
Starting with the fact that pure go; 
is called 24 karat; that less than 
24 karats indicates tlie relative 
amounts of gold and alloy in the 
metal (18 karat gold is 18-24ths gold 
and 6-24ths alloy); and that nitric 
acid dissolves alloy but not gold, it 
is seen readily why old methods are 
still in use.

Continuity of Wedding 

Ring and Eternal Love 

When the bridegroom places the 
wedding ring on his chosen oneV 
linger and soys. "With this ring I 
thee wed,” he little realizes the his 
tory that lies behind the simple wed 
ding band. 

Long before the ring became a 
symbol of matrimony, it had a mys- 
tic significance with the ancients, 
states a writer in the Washington 
Star. The circular continuity of the 
ring was accepted as a type of eter- 
nity and hence of the stability of 
affection. Often the rings were in- 
scribed with loving wishes. 

Coming up to the middle ages, the 
ring often was used at solemn be- 
throthal ceremonies. Frequently 
lovers who were about to separate 
for long periods of time demon- 
strated their lasting affection by 
going through the ring ceremony. 

Even greater significance to the 
custom was given by the invention 
of the linked ring. Made with a 
double and often a triple link which 
turned upon a pivot, it could be 
turned into one solid ring. It was 
customary to break these rings 
apart at the betrothal. This solemn 
ceremony was done in front of a 
witness. The prospective bride and 
her bridegroom each kept a ring 
while the witness was given the 
central one of the trio. When the 
marriage contract was fulfilled at 
the altar the three parts of the ring 
were again united and the ring used 
at the ceremony. 

A custom that has survived in a 
revised way to the modern day was 
the habit of engraving simple sen- 
timents in the nuptial hoop. Rhymes 
to rival Ogden Nash were inscribed 
in many Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
century wedding rings. 

“Our contract was Heaven’s act,” 
“In thee, my choice. I do rejoyce,” 
and “God Above, Encrease Our 
Love,” express the medieval version 
of the couple’s happy sentiments. 


Infants React to Sound 

More Than to the Light 

Every child when born is both 
deaf and dumb. From such an in- 
auspicious beginning the normal 
child’s auditory powers begin to 
function, and are closely related to 
the development of voice and 
speech, observes a writer in the 
Washington Post. 

Hearing begins from the first day, 
occurring when the baby’s cries 
force air through the Eustachian 
tubes of the mouth to the middle 
ears. This filling with air of the 
middle ears causes them to respond 
to vibrations of sound against the 
eardrums. 

Once the sense of hearing is de- 
veloped, it is very acute and re- 
mains so, unless the ear is attacked 
by disease or is injured. For in- 
stance, infants react more definitely 
to sound than to light. A strong 
light may only cause a sleeping 
baby to turn in order to avoid it. 
But a loud noise will awaken the 
baby, and perhaps frighten it or 
throw it into convulsions. There- 
fore, quiet is imperative for the 
small child during its rest. 

Practically all babies are born 
with normal ears and prospects of 
good hearing. A small number, be- 
cause of hereditary weaknesses, or 
other prenatal cause, may be born 
with defective hearing and speech 
organs. Determination of this lies 
solely with the family doctor or an 
ear specialist. 


Red River Colored by Clay 

The Red river of the North 
(there’s a Red river in Texas and 
Oklahoma) is often colored by the 
clay through which it runs. Hence 
the name. Rising in Minnesota, it 
flows 350 miles almost straight north 
into Lake Winnipeg. In spring the 
headwaters thaw while farther north 
it is still frozen solidly. Floods re- 
sult. Before railroads came the 
river connected Canada with the 
Mississippi river. Small steamers 
went up it to Lake Traverse and 
thence down the Minnesota river to 
the Mississippi. 


Frigid Finger Reaches Low 

New Zealand breaks the rule that 
glaciers usually stop near the lower 
limits of perpetual snow, above the 
timber line. Some of its rivers of 
ice wind over wooded slopes to end 
only among tree ferns and other 
sub-tropical vegetation. Fox glacier 
reaches down to 670 feet above sea 
level. Its surface is rough with 
patches of rock debris and with the 
sharp ridges of great crevasses. 


Kipling’s Autographs
